RED TAPE. 
A SAMPLE FURNISHED IN INTRODUCING THE 
NEW RULE FOR PILOTS. 

Wasuincron, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.]— 
The new rule y pilots on Western rivers 
adopted by the Board of Supervising In- 
spectors of Steamboats will not go into op- 
eration until Sept. 8. Some complaint has 
been made about the length of time which is 
thus prescribed before the proposed change 
can go into effect. Gen. Dumont today said 
that it was doubtful if all the requirements 
of the law could be observed in that time. 
The law orders that two copies of these rules 
shall be furnished each vessel. To supply 
these in the West 6,000 copies must be print- 
ed. Kach of these printed copies must be 
signed personally by each of the members of 
the board. ‘To get their names the huge 
bundle is to be sent by express to each dis- 
trict. By the time the whole circuit has been 
traveled it will be easily seen that the time 
set Dy the board is very limited indeed. As 
an evidence of the length of time consumed 
in this red-tapeism it may be stated that the 
rules for Eastern river pilots which were 
changed last year are but this week ready tor 
distribution. There are 8,000 copies of these 
Eastern river rules which have been signed 
by all the members of the board. Repeated 
efforts have been made by different Secre- 
taries of the Treasury to have the law 
amended so that the signatures of the mem- 
bers of the board could be printed. Every 
time the rules are changed it costs the Gov- 
ernment $1,000 for expressage and printing 
under the present section or the Revised 
Statutes, to say nothing of the great delay 
which must oecurr. The Secretary of the 
Treasury has written an opinion on the sub- 
ject to the effect that there is no way outside 
of the present plan until Sec, 4,412 is 
amended.

CUSTOMS REORGANIZATION. 
SECRETARY FOLGER’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

WasHInGTon, D. C., Feb. 7.—Secretary 
Folger has sent a letter to Congress recom- 
mending the consolidation of customs dis- 
tricts in many Instances in order to effect a 
saving in the salaries of oflicers at ports 
where the business is very smal! and does 
not increase from year to year. The Secre- 
tary’s recommendations would in effect not 
only lessen the number of collection dis- 
tricts, but in some cases reduce the number 
of officers at the port which, after the reor- 
ganization, would comprise all the consoli- 
dated ports, and reduce the gregate cost 
for salaries $404,290, The estern ports 
which would be affected by the proposed 
consolidations are the following: 

Chicago—It is proposed to consolidate 
with the District of Chicago the districts of 
Galena, Omaha, Dubuque, and Burlington; 
to increase the number of officers and em- 
pioyés from seventy-six to ninety-one, and 
the cost for salaries from $04,415 to $111,580, 

St. Paul, Minn.—It is proposed to con- 
soiidate with the Minnesota District, at St. 
Paul, the districts of Duluth, Montana, and 
Idaho; to inerease the number of officers 
and employés from twenty-five to thirty- 
owe, and the cost for salaries from $22,308 to

LONGER HOURS, 

WaAsuInGcrTon, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.]— 
Representative Cannon, who has charge of 
the Legislative Appropriation bill, and who 
was instrumental in securing the amendment 
which requires the clerks to work eight 
hours a day, is receiving a number of threat- 
ening and anonymous letters, supposed to be 
from clerks. 

PORTERFIELD SCRIP. 

Porterfield scrip claimants in different parts 
of the country are still persistent, and Sec- 
retary Teller today granted a rehearing in 
the attempt to locate a piece of the scrip in 
Michigan north of the Government Canal, 
near Sault Ste, Marie. The attorney is the 
same as the one who has been active in the 
Chicago cases, but there is no expectation 
that an attempt will be made to reopen the 
question as to the Lake-Front. 

THE REVENUE-CUTTER SERVICE. 

The House Naval Committee will at its 
meeting tomorrow consider the bill transfer- 
ring the revenue-cutter service from the con- 
trol of the Secretary of the Treasury to that 
of the Secretary of the Navy. In response 
to the request of the committee for the opin- 
ions ot those interested in the matter numer- 
ous replies have been received from the mar- 
itime exchanges, Boards of Trade, promi- 
nent firms, and individuals of the leading cit- 
ies, strongly protest against such trans- 
fer. So far only one individual has expressed 
himself in favor of the proposition. It is un- 
derstood that the committee will take unfa- 
vorable action on the matter. 

FRAUDS ON PENSIONERS. 

Senator Van Wyck, of Nebraska, will 
probably be made Chairman of the special 
sub-committee to investigate the charges 
against pension-claim agents. The commit- 
tee have information that one claim agent 
collected a bounty amounting to $700 for an 
ex-soldier, and retained half the sum as his 
fee. It is claimed that numerous other simi- 
lar cases will be brought to light, and one 
result of the inguiry will be the recom- 
mendation of very stringent legislation limit- 
ing the fees of claim agents to certain spe- 
cific amounts. 

THE SIOUX INDIANS. 
The House Committee on Indian Affairs 
considered this morning the proposition re- 
cently submitted by the Secretary of the In- 
terior for making the Sioux Indians seit-sup- 
porting. His proposition was that these In- 
dians shall reserve 12,000,000 acres of their 
reservation in Dakota, to be subdivided and 
apportioned to the various Sioux tribes, and 
that each Indian who shall agree to enter 
320 acres shail be given a patent for that 
amount of land. It was further proposed that 
the Indians sell 000, 000 acres 
of their present reservation. and 
that of the money obtained $800,000 
be appropriated to purchase 25,000 cows, 1,000 
bulls, sheep, horses, and oxen for the In- 
dians. Delegate Pettigrew appeared in be- 
half of the proposition, and advocated its ac- 
ceptance. The members of the committee 
seemed favorably disposed towards it. Pend- 
ing consideration an adjournment was taken 
until next week, when the proposition is 
likely to be acted upon.

LABOR INVESTIGATION. 

The examination of Robert D. Layton was 
continued before the Senate Committee on 
Education ahd Labor on the different kinds 
of work in iron-mills and the wages paid for 
each.

‘Ihe latter were com- 
pelled by the employer or operator, on pen- 
salty of discharge, to deal altogether at 
**pluck-me” stores owned by the employer, 
and to pay higher prices for everything than 
they would be obliged to pay elsewhere; 
they also had to buy all their tools, lamps, 
oil, powder, etc., out of their wages, which 
averaged not more than $350 per year.

THE RECORD. 
SENATE. 

Wastinetor, D. C., Feb. 7.— At the close 
of the morning business the Senate held a 
brief executive session. When the doors re- 
opened the ‘Tartff bill was taken up, and to 
substitute for it the classification of the ex- 
isting laws the rates of duty per square yard 
being reduced one cent. 

Mr. Morrill opposed the amendment, and 
then Mr. Lamar made a lengthy argument 
against the protective policy. 

The subject was further discussed by 
Messrs. Morrill, Dawes, and others. 

Mr, Aldrich criticised the tabular state- 
ment presented by Mr. Beck in connection 
with duties on women and children’s dress 
goods as misleading, and said if prepared, as 
Mr. Beck had stated, by a man familiar with 
the subject, it bad been prepared with the de- 
liberate intention to deceive the Senate. There- 
fore, it was not strange the Senator frankly de- 
clined to give the name. Ineidentaliy, Mr. 
Aldrich mentioned Carhart, Appraiser in New 
York (whose name bad beea used in connection 
with this statement), as “ evidently a partisan 
of the importers.” 

Mr. Beck—I bave no doubt they will have him 
removed very promptly it they find that to be 


true. 

Hawley and Aldrich—He ought to be. 

Mr. Beck—I have no doubt you will try your 
best among you to have him removed. It is a 
pity be gave bis name. 

Mr. Aidrich, in conciuding his statement, said 
he could hardly trust himself to speak of the 
soectacie presented here of American manu- 
facturers, honest and respectavle men, being 
compelied to plead in the Senate for their lives, 
and assalied by means of anonymous communi- 
cations in the interest of importers, a ciass ac- 
cording to the statement of Constabie, before 
the Tarif!’ Commission, composed largely of 
foreigners who come here merely to make 
money, and who do not become American citi- 
zens Or take an interest in American institu- 
tions. 

Mr. Beck said Mr. Aldrich, as the agent of 
men who were seeking to plunder the Public 
Treasury, manifested wreat anxiety to know the 
name of the compiler of this table, and showed 
his animus by denotnetng a New York Appraiser 
who had dared to teil the truth, and that geutle- 
man would probably be dismissed as David A. 
Wellis was dismissed some years ago for the 
same reason. 

Mr. Allison said if the ragrapb under dis- 
cussion was intended to include only all-wool 
goods the Committee on Finance had been un- 
fortunate in the choice af pbraseology, and he 
suggested that the two paragraphs embracing 
“women and children’s dress goods be recom- 
mitted for revision.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 7.—During the 
mainder of the session the House will také a 
recess daily from 5:30 to 7:30 p. m. 

The House went into committee on the Tariff 
bill, the ponding amendment being that offered 
by Mr. Kelley, increasing the duty on iron-ore, 
including manganiferous tron-ore, also dross or 
residuum from burnt pyrites, from 50 to 75 cents 
per ton.

THE BEACHAMP TRAGEDY. 


Maryland Detectives Still Miystified as 
to the Persons Who Poisoned the 
Farmecr—One Arrest.

ANNA, III., Feb. %.—[Special.|—For five 
days the fruit trees have worn a thick coat- 
ing of ice. For five days the tall sycamores 
in Southern IIlinois have stood like sentinels 
in silvered livery. Every haystack has been 
a glistening mound, and the standing corn- 
stalks have masqueraded in white like so 
many participants in a pillow-case party. 
Telegraph-poles have tumbled under the 
weight of the ice-cabies inclosing the wires. 
The scrub oak and little hickory have fused 
ina network of frost, and the maple and 
gum trees are held in common and icy 
bondage. 

Daylight yesterday morning found Tur 
TRIBUNE correspondent at Centralia. A 
storm of sleet and rain was prevailing. At 
Du Quoin the storm raged with increased 
fury. There I saw W. D. Ward, of Ward 
Brothers. He owns several fruit orchards, 
and says he cannot remember a time when 
his trees held so large an ice erop as at pres- 
ent. He does not think there are immediate 
signs of a break-up, and believes that the 
sleet prevailing will add disastrously to the 
weight in the orchards. 

Carbondale was found 

ALL WRAPPED UP IN SLEET. 
The main interest there isin the wheat and 
strawberry yield. The wheat prospect, it is 
said, is not encouraging. 

At Cobden, the heart of the great fruit 
section of Union County, your correspondent 
had an interview with Parker Earle, Presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Valley Horticultural 
Society. Mr. Earle isa heavy fruit-grower 
and isone of the recognized authorities in 
this country on horticulture. He said: 
Every fruit-tree in Union County, which, 
as statistics show, is the best fruit county in 
the State of Lilinois, is coated with ice. Last 
Saturday was a remarkably warm day in 
this latitude, and the mereury ran up to 62. 
Rain and sleet set in later, and Sunday morn- 
ing we found ourselves under a blanket of 
ice, while the mercury had fallen 54 degrees, 
That set us to thinking pretty seriously. 
Monday the mercury was only 8 degrees 
above zero, and this morning it holds cold, 
This fall of sleet adds steadily to the weight 
on the trees and increases the danger.“

The mercury is now below the freezing-point.

“What kind of a fruit and grain winter 
have you had?“ 

* So faras fruit is eoncerned, we felt secure 
until this glacial period setin. If we get 
through this without a gale the prospect 
will be good. But the weather has been 
rough on wheat. It is very important that 
we should have a good peach crop in South- 
ern iilinois this year, for I am told by Capt. 
Hollister, of Alton, that there is nothing to 
expect in the peach line this year in that sec- 
tion of the State.

Ir was stated in Tue TRIBUNE yesterday 
that Capt. Shaw, the Chief of the London 
Fire Brigade, had sent to Chicago for some 
of our fire appliances, which are greatly 
needed there. While the Londoner learned 
much from us during His recent visit, we 
may also learn something, perhaps, from the 
English methods. A bill which the Govern- 
ment proposes to introduce in Parliament is 
specially worthy of consideration. It pro- 
vides for a system of inquests to ascertain 
the cause of fires, regardless whether they 
have resulted in fatal casualties or not. The 
English insurance companies are in favor of 
‘the measure, and it will probably become a 
law. The knowledge that a searching exam- 
mation would be made for the cause of fires 
might reduce the number by reducing incen- 
diarism, the temptation to which is very 
strong when there is no prospect that it will 
be detected by an official inquest. 

GIVE THE DEMOCRATS AN EXTRA 
TARIFF SESSION. 

The nebulous conduct of the Democrats in 
Congress as to the tariff has at last crystal- 
lized into a definit policy. They will not per- 
mit any tariff-reform bill to be passed. Their 
chronic eloquence in the Senate and their 
vote in the House to prevent the summary 
disposal of the Legislative Appropriation 
bill show this. Itis now their well-defined 
intention not to allow the tariff question to 
be settled by this Congress. 

Nothing could be more fortunate for the 
Republicans than this asinine blunder It 
would have been well nigh fatal to them if 
measures concealing so many swindles, pet- 
ty and great, as the bills proposed in the 
Senate and House had become law as Ke- 
publican specimens of tax-reduction and fis- 
cal reform. These are not Republican 
measures. They are protectionist frauds, 
palmed off as Republican by the most shame- 
less betrayal ever witnessed even in Wash- 
ington of legislative prerogatives into the 
private hands of interested individuals and 
syndicates. Never was the Kepublican 
party in such danger as when it seemed pos- 
sible that by protectionist intrigues and lobby 
manipulation the party might be seduced into 
going into the next election as the indorser 
of the tricks and extortions of the metal, 
cotton, woolen, and chemical schedules of 
the Senate and House bills. 

The majority of the Republican party, in 
Congress and out of it, are opposed to these 
pseudo-Republican tariff bills, The course 
of the Democrats relieves them of the neces- 
sity of dividing the party in the face of the 
enemy. After the Democrats have failed—as 
they assuredly will fail, as they failed in the 
six years between 1874 and 1880—to perfect 
any revision of the tariff, the Republican 
party, renewed and reinvigorated, will be in 
excellent shape to turn them out and do the 
work itself. 

The Democrats must be summoned in ex- 
tra session by President Arthur to begin 
their great tariff feat March 4. As the head 
of the Government, it is his duty to see that 
legisiation, uncertainty as te which is hurt- 
ing almost all our industries, be got out of 
the way. As the head of the Republican 
party it is his duty to provide the sufficiency 
of rope which is all the Democrats ever need 
as an excuse fora first-class funeral. Next 
to having neither the Senate nor House 
Tariff bills passed, the best piece of tuck that 
can happen to the Republican party is an ex- 
tra session of the Democratic House, to be- 
gin March 4and continue till the election of 
1884. The great Addison, on his death-bed, 
told his friends to notice how a Christian 
could die. If there is an extra session on the 
tariff the Democrats will show us how a party 
can commit suicide.

THE BUCKET-SHOPS. 

We print from a local paper a description 
of the practical operations of the bucket 
shops in this city, and the exposure can 
hardly leave any serious question in the 
minds of any intelligent person as to the dis- 
guised dishonesty and fraud of the whole 
business. The revelations show positively 
how an immense swindle is perpetrated con; 
tinuously in this city under the pretense of 
trade, and the dishonest guins of the bucket- 
shops far exceed all the robbery and fraud 
of the gambling-houses under whatever form 
or name they are carried on. 

The public will remember the detection and 
exposure of the coUperative clubs W. and 
others, whose daily receipts from credu- 
lous and of course swindled customers 
averaged from $2,000 to $10,000, These clubs 
were bucket-shops only of a varied charac- 
ter. The purpose in all was precisely the 
same, and that was to deceive and rob their 
victims. The managers of these codperative 
clubs, in speculating in grain, were con- 
sciously criminals, and on the first breath of 
disclosure the managers fled the country, 
leaving in their haste immense sums of 
money in transit through the mails and the 
express companies. The parties have con- 
fessed their notorious crimes, but the careful 
reader will find it difficult to discriminate be- 
tween the criminality of these clubs and the 
criminality of the bucket-shops. The one 
form of swindling has been broken up et- 
fectually. Why should not the law do so as 
effectually with the other? 

The offense in the law was the inducement 
of men to invest their money in a dishonest, 
swindling business, the criminality of which 
is not diminished by the number of credu- 
lous people weak enough to risk and lose 
their money. The swindle was not the less 
immense in the magnitude of its gains than 
is the swindle perpetrated by the bucket- 
shops. The fact that the latter do business 
with open doors, and that the robbed and 
plundered victims lose their money often in 
five minutes after depositing it does not 
make the swindle nor the fraudulent man- 
ner in which it is perpetrated any less de- 
serving the interference of the law. The 
crime is in the obtaining money through dis- 
honest means and pretenses. The bucket- 
shops are common cheats and swin- 
dies. We do not pretend to say 
what is the exact definition which the law 
applies to the crime they commit, but it can- 
not be that for such a notorious fraud, cheat, 
and swindle there is no law, common or 
statutory, which provides for the punish- 
ment of the offense. 

These establishments have been too long 
tolerated; they have become a reproach to 
the city where they do business, and the law 
officers cannot afford any longer in justice 
to the public, or in justice to the plundered 
and defrauded victims, to allow them to con- 
tinue. Let some one or a dozen of those 
who have suffered losses, singly or combined, 
appeal to the courts for redress, and for the 
punishment of the cheats and swindlers who 
carry on the business. 


NECESSITY FOR HIGH LICENSE. 

The Common Councii has held another 
session without even reviving the discussion 
of the proposition to increase the saloon 
licenses. The subject has evidently been 
dropped altogether. Perhaps it is just as 
well. The Legislature must now be con- 
vinced that there is no hope for any action 
by the Chicago Council, which is dominated 
by saloonkeepers. The responsibility is thus 
placed squarely upon the Legislature of the 
State. That body has an opportunity to res- 
eue the chief city in the State from the 
curse of three times as many saloonsas there 
ought to be, and at the s¢me time enable the 
City Government to collect an additional rev- 
enue of a million dollars, of which it is 
sorely in need. Every community in the 
State, whether urban or agricultural, which 
has not already protected itself by the adop- 
tion of high license, is crying out for an in- 
junction upon its authorities to provide the 
only practicable remedy against an excess of 
grogshops, drunkardmaking, vice, violence, 
and lawbreaking. 

A heartrending argument in favor of high 
license has been furnished by the closing of 
the Unſon Iron-Mills. Investigation shows 
that the great majority of those who have 
been thrown out of employment are almost 
or entirely destitute in the middie of a hard 
winter, and that their deplorable condition is 
wholly due to the influence of the neighbor- 
ing grogshops. The result of Tus Txrip- 
UNk's inquiries is set forth in the following 
paragraph: 

On the face of the assertion it would seem 

vite probable that men who earn from $1.50 to 
216 a day should have money laid by for a 
rainy day; but the saloons are there, at every 
step, and the statement is not true. Not one 
man in ten, nor even twenty, has enough in bis 
pocket to keep the wolf fromthe door a week, 
unless he finds work. On Ashland avenue, just 
off Archer, there are eight saloons ove after the 
other, without even a pawnbroker’s shop be- 
tween their doors, and from this an idea can be 
formed of their number and the extent of their 
business. Sunday night about 11 o'clock the air 
was bideous withthe yells and uproar of hun- 
dreds of drunken workmen, while a constant 
fusillade of pistol-shots added to the general ef- 
fect. As the reporter's informant put it: 
“Every ‘kid’ knee-high carries a pistol, and it's 

uite the thing to jet it off every now and then 
ust for fun.” Owihg to the curse of the saioons, 
the men and, when married, their families tive 
from hand to mouth, paying on each pay-day 
for the 4 obtained on credit during the 
month. bad is the state of affairs that the 
butobers, grocers, and other tradesmen collect, 
to au alarming extent, their dues by means of 
garnisbeeing the company for the men's wages. 


If saloons were required to pay a license of 
$1,000 a year itis probable that there would 
not have been more than one saloon instead 
of a dozen or more in the immediate 
neighborhood of these iron-works, and in 
that case the amount of drinking, idleness, 
extravagance, and present suffering among 
the workmen would have been reduced in 
proportion. In Germany the location of a 
saloon within a certain distance from any 
factory or furnace is prohibited by law in 
order to prevent the deplorable results which 
the dramshops have brought about in the 
case of the Union Steel-Milis. The protec- 
tion of high license certainly ought not to 
be denied to American workmen. It is a 
public crime to tolerate and encourage the 
imbruting and plundering of laborers and 
the starvation of their families by means of a 
litense to saloons that is merely nominal and 
which invites a multiplicity of these hell- 
holes. 

The amount of money which the working 
classes of Chieago put into the pockets of 
the saloonkeepers every year is appalling. it 
is not less than a million dollars a month, 
or twelve million dollars annually in this 
city. Every one of the 4,000 saloons sup- 
ports on an average two male adults and one 
family at the expense of the health, comfort, 
morals, and happiness of those who work for 
their living. The receipts of a saloon must 
pay its rent, the rent of the house or rooms

There is a numerous class of saloonkeep- 
ers—the political grog-venders—who would 
be largely driven out of business by high 
license. These fellows are the most disrepu- 
table bummers of their kind. They are made 
up in the main of men who have become pro- 
fessional loaſers through the idleness they 
have enjoyed while in possession of some 
petty city or county employment. Ward 
bummers out of office generally go Into the 
saloon business. They have a purpose be- 
yond the sale of liquor. They are black- 
mailers. The ownership of a saloon enables 
them to represent to candidates that they 
wield that peculiar dummer influence which 
is regarded as so potential in city politics. 
They bleed candidates on both sides and 
help to degrade and demoralize public at- 
fairs. 

When the license question is looked at 
from such standpoints there is a disposition 
to demand of the Legislature a law fixing 
$1,000 instead of $500 as the fee for cities. 
The former figure would probably reduce 
the number of saloons by two-thirds, while 
the latter would effect a reduction of about 
one-half. The revenue from the larger fee 
would be somewhat greater than the latter, 
though not in the proportion represented by 
the two amounts; but the chief public ad- 
yantage would be in the further reduction of 
the number of saloons. The $1,000 fee has 
been found to work well in the Nebraska 
cities, and there is no doubt that it would be 
sustained in this eommunity and through- 
out the State. There should be no delay in 
the Legislature as to this matter; public sen- 
timent and public justice exact prompt and 
adequate action.

JURY TRIALS IN CIVIL CASES. 

Public interest in law reform in this State 
is mainly centered in the criminal code, but 
there is room for considerable improvement 
in the statutes governing the practice in the 
civil courts. The Circuit Judges, in their 
reports to the Supreme Court, have drawn 
attention to some of the errors and abuses; 
but there is one objectionable feature which 
they would naturally shrink from pointing 
out, since they might be suspected of being 
influenced by prejudice, pride, or self-inter- 
est. We refer to jury trials. They are alto- 
gether too numerous in the common courts. 
They imposé an enormous cost upon the peo- 
ple which might be saved in large part, and 
at the same time assure a more intelligent 
consideration of the cases in issue, and fairer 
and more impartial verdicts. The law may 
be and ought to be amended in such manner 
as to protect the public against the expense 
of the jury system in civil cases. Such a 
change would reduce the number of jury 
trials materially, expedite legal business, 
and. on the whole, contribute to the cause of 
justice. 

As the law now stands a plaintiff or com- 
plainant who brings suit in Cook County 1s 
discharged from liability for all costs, ex- 
cept in case of appeal, upon the payment of 
0; the defendant, is required to pay only 
$1.50. The ostensible purpose of fixing a 
uniform and low fee for cests was to favor 
the poor man; but it is not unlikely that 
there was also a hidden purpose to cheapen 
and thereby encourage litigation inthe inter- 
est of the lawyers. These nominal fees give 


both plaintiff and defendant the right to call 


for a jury trial without further cost, though 
the expense of a jury in every case amounts 
to not less than $20 a day. A trial which 
lasts five days imposes an extra cost 
upon the county of $100, and so on. 
The common practice is to demand 
u jury trial. It isa right which ought not to 
be denied, but at the same time there is no 
good reason why the public should bear the 
extra expense. If the cost of a jury were di- 
vided between the two parties toa suit, not 
only would the public be relieved of a large 
annual expense, but the number of trials by 
jury. would be reduced considerably in civil 
suits, and the incidental abuses of the jury 
system would be avoided in proportion. 

The effect of assessing’ the cost of a jury 
upon the litigants would be to abate the de- 
mand for juries in civil suits except where 
one or the other of the parties should regard 
the Judge as incompetent or prejudiced. In 
the great majority of cases, however, both 
parties would be willing to submit the issue 
to an impartial Judge who has a sense of re- 
sponsibility much more sensitive than that of 
a jury. It is a common tendency to reach out 
for things which ean be obtained gratuitously, 
and litigants are apt to prefer a jury when it 
costs them nothing; but an added expense of 
from 820 to $200 or $300 would open their 
eyes to the obvious fitness of the Judge to 
decide fairly and according to law any dis- 
pute as to private property or individual 
claims in which he has no personal interest. 
The division of the cost of the jury between 
the two parties would be fairer than to assess 
such cost either upon the beaten party or 
upon the party demanding a jury trial. In 
the former case, the jury, composed of the 
average material, would be inclined to de- 
cide against the party best able to pay the 
jury fees; in the latter case, the average jury 
would be inclined to favor the party demand- 
ing the jury trial, because it would regard 
him in the light of an employer. A division 
of the costs, however, would not influence 
the jury to take sides in behalf of either the 
plaintiff or the defendant. Parties to suits 
too poor to pay the costs of a jury, though 
desiring a jury trial, could be protected by 
order of court, as provided now in the case 
of other costs. 

lt can scarcely be doubted that the assess- 
ment of jury costs upon the litigants would 
diminish the number of jury trials, and thus 
drive off the professional jurors who hang 
about the courts waiting for a job. As a rule, 
the Judges may be trusted to settle disputes 
and mete out justice more equitably than 
juries, and litigation would certainly be sim- 
plified and expedited by the change. 

WE print in asiother eblutan the text of a 
bill which is nowin the hands of the Judi- 
ciary Committees of the Legislature looking 
to an imprevemeat in the character of juries 
in both civil and criminal cases. It does not 
change the qualifications of jurors as required 
by the present law, which are: (1) Inhab- 
itants of the town or precinct not exempt 
from jury service; (2) of the age of 21 years 
and upwards, and not more than 60 vears old: 
(5) in possession of their natural faculties, 
and not infirm or decrepit; (4) free from all 
legal exceptions, of fair character, of ap- 
proved integrity, of sound judgment, well 
informed, and understanding the English 
language. These requirements are ample, 
but experience has proved that there must 
be a better guarantee for the selection of 
such jurors than the present law affords. The 
bill whieh has been introduced into the Legis- 
lature proposes to substitute a Board of Jury 
Commissioners in place of the County Board 
which is now intrusted with the selection of 
juries. Itis provided that there shall be 
three Commissioners in each circuit, who 
shall be appointed by the Circuit Judges, 
and in Cook County by the Circuit and Su- 
perior Judges, to hold office for three years 
unless removed, and not to have any other 


| publie duty to perform than the selection. of

juries. The Judges are empowered to re- 


move and fill vacancies. The Board of Com- 
. missioners is required to meet once a year 


and make out a list of not less than 
one-tenth of the legal voters, and 
to select from such list for each trial 
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where there shall be selected 200 persons 
for each term of the Circuit and Superior 
Courts and 100 more for each trial term of the 
Criminal Court. The pay of these Commis- 
sioners is fixed at $5 per day for necessary 
attendance and service. The extra expense 
to the county will be comparatively small, 
and it is certain that the proposed system will 
assure the selection of a better class of jurors 
than at the hands of the County Boards, 
which pay no attention whatever to the char- 
acter of the jurors they select except when 
they have some interest at stake or desire to 
give employment to some of their friends. 
— 


Tue people of San Francisco are in a eu- 
rious predicament. At the November elec- 
tion a committee of freeholders was chosen 
who were to draw up a new city charter to 
be submitted to the people. The freeholders 
have finished their work, an abstract of 
which was printed in Tux Tripune not long 
since. The Election Commissioners have 
now refused to call an election to decide 
whether the charter shall be adopted, upon 
the excuse that there is no money which can 
be applied to the expenses of such an elec- 
tion. Meanwhile the Commissioners Iinti- 
mate that it is open to the freehoiders to ap- 
ply for a mandamus to compel them to call 
an election, but the utmost expedition would 
not suffice to carry the matter before the 
courts in time to permit an election before 
the expiration of the sixty days to which the 
session of the Legislature is limited, and, as 
the Chronicle intimates, it is not probable 
that if that body adjourns before the charter 
can be brought before them the Governor 
would cali a special session for the purpose 
of acting on a measure relating exclusively 
to this city.“ Of course the milk in the co- 
coanut is the knowledge of the Election Com- 
missioners that the new charter if adopted 
would legislate them out of their fat offices.

Iw commenting on the Dakota Forestry 
bill, introduced in Congress, the New York 
Tribune shows less than its usual accuracy. 
It declares that trees cannot be cultivated 
with success west of the James Kiver. 
Trees grow naturally in Dakota wherever 
there is a stream asfar westas Montana. At 
Tower City, and dozens of other places west 
of the James River, trees are being success- 
fuily cultivated. The Northern Pacific 
Road, which ought to understand Dakota, 
if anybody does, has adopted a plan tor 
planting trees along its entire line, clear 
through Dakota. In the northern part of 
Dakota along the Mouse River there are fine 
forests far to the west of the James River 
Valley. All that is needed to make trees 
grow in Dakota as in other prairie countries 
is to shelter them from fire. A plausible ex- 
planation of the opposition of the Tribune to 
forest culture is that it is a thick-and-thin 
advocate of protection. It supports the tax 
on lumber which puts a premium on the 
destruction of our forests. 

One of the newspaper blowers and strik- 
ers working for the knaves’ doctrine that the 
higber the people are taxed the more they are 
protected, denies that the duty on Canadian pine 
has any effect in raising the price of Michigan 
lumber on Iilinois purchasers! The owners of 
the remnants of the Michigan pine forests are 
howling like wolves against the proposed re- 
duction of the tax on Canadian lumber, con- 
tending that if the tax be taken off they will 
all be ruined” by the competition with Cana- 
dian cheap lumber, which they declare will cut 
down the price of their stuff in this market. 
They can’t be much ruined unless their 
prices bave been artificiaily high by reason of 
the duty. if pitcing Uanadian pine lumber on 
the free list would have no effect in reducing 
tho market price of Michigan lumber in Chi- 
cago, then neither good nor harm would be done 
thereby, and the lumber barons, who are mak- 
ing such a desperate fight to maiatain the tax 
ou the people of the treeleas States, don't un- 
derstand their business, and are spending their 
money to influence Congress for nothing. But 
their organ which puts forth this sort of argu- 


ment in their bebalf places them in a most 


ridiculous attitude: 

it is not sufficient that Congress should have 
laid a duty on the importation of these articies 
[pine tumber, shingies, lath, fencing posts], but 
that such duty should have effect to 
raise the price. But no duty can raise the price 
ou an articie — 5 —— by us in excess of 
our own demand for export. In 188] we ex- 
ported lumber in various forms and to all coun- 
tries to the value of $16,414, * We imported it 
to the value in all of $8,016,714. 
Our exports of lumber were from the Atlantic 
seaboard to Europe chiefly, and had nothing at 
all to do with the importation of pine into the 
United States. If the Michigan and Wisconsin 
pineries had exported $16,414,360 of their ſumber 
into Canada it would then be strictly true that 
our taxon Cavadian pine bad no effect on the 
price of pine lumber in this market, but as the 
Western States imported several million dollars’ 
worth of Canadian lumber and paid the tax, it 
is a matter of some importance to them to have 
it taken off. The numbskull who is hired by the 
protective league to write fraudulent slush in 
behalf of tariff robbery fs so deficient in the 
logical facuity that be does not seem to perceive 
that he has written himself down an ass, and 
whipsawed himself by his own argument. 


Tue valve of a Representative is shown in 
the efficacy of his eloquence. The Tarif?’ Com- 
mission in their recom mendations to Congress 
proposed that litharge,’’ pow taxed three cents 
a pound, should be hereafter taxed only two 
cents. Mr. Kelley and the Committee of Ways and 
Means insisted upon a tax of three cents. A mo- 
tion to reduce this to two cents was resisted by 
Kelley, and a long debate ensued. Among the

Mr. Davis, of INinois—I wien to call the atten- 
tion of my colleague (Springer) to the wonderful 
prosperity of his own State, the State of Illinois, 
that State which in the last twenty-five years 
has made greater progress in manufacturing in- 
dustries and in farming industries than any 
other State in the Union, aud the people of that 
State, the farmers, mechanics, and ali, are today 
in the most prosperous condition of any people 
in the world. That State stands first in agricult- 
ure and fourth in manufaetures, and its chief 
city the third in mavefacturing industries. 
There was atime when our cornu had to be sold 
at eight cents per bushel and was burned as 
fuel; but since that time that great State has 
risen rapidly, developed the great resources of 
the State, and you cannot account for it unless 
you admit that an important factor was the mu- 
nificent and wise administration, State and Na- 
tional, of the Republican party and the protect- 
ive tariff which it supported. [Applause.] 
It is neediess to say that the House, unable to 
resist the logic of that speech, voted to tax 
litharge three cents per pound: and the three 
millions of people in Illinois and the ten millions 
of people in the Northwest who may have to 
paint their houses, and their barns, and fences 
will rise up en masse and thank our eloquent 
Representative for bis convincing argument 
that they owe the advance in the price of corn 
from eight cents a bushel a generation ago to 
the levy of 50 per cent additional to the tax on 
yellow paint. When any man sees any yellow 
paint in use he will not faflto be reminded how 
bravely and heroically Davis rescued it from the 


seductive wiles of pauper labor. 


ALASKA must go another year without a 
Government. Those who would like to explore 
it, or fish in its overstocked streams, or wash for 
gold, or trade with the Indians, must do so at 
their own risk. An attempt was made on Mon- 
day to suspend the rules in the House and pass 
the bill to give the Territory a civil government, 
but it failed. The United States have now been 
in possession of Alaska for twenty years, but its 
owners know as little of it as when first it be- 
came theirs. The only representative of the 
Government is a gunboat, which shelis the In- 
dian villages when the room of the occupants 
becomes more desirable than their company to 
the corporation which bas en far got all the ben- 
efits of our $7,000,000 purebase.

Tun Czar of Russia 1 has recently signed 
two documents widely varying in character. 
Oue of these announces his forthcoming corona- 
tion and summons his henchmen from all parts 
of bis Empire to be present upon that occasion. 
The other was a decree dissolving ali the secret 
societies in Russia—a document possessing 
about as much practical force as the Pope's 
bull against the comet. How little heed was 
paid to it isshown by the action of the Nihilists 
upon the announcement of his coronation cere- 
monies, for they dispatched to him at once a 
declaration that bis life should pay the forfeit if 
the reforms which the people have been do- 
manding were not granted on coronation-day, 
A monarch approaching his throne with bis own 
subjects threatening his. life, with an army 
wpon which he cannot rely, with a civil service 
the most dishonest in the world, and with an 
empty Treasury is not to be envied. Least of all 
is he to be pitied when by a stroke of his pen he 
could remove all the discontent of his people. 


Tux conviction of Prince Krapotkine and 
his friends at Lyons has not bad the effect of 
greatly discouraging other Socialists in France. 
The demonstrations of discontent have now 
brokeu out at Marseilles. Ata turbulent meet- 
ing beld there recently resolutions denouncing 
toe convictions at Lyons were adopted amid 
cheers for “The Revolution.” The arrest of 
these wild talkors will now be in order, and the 
chances are that they will go to prison for a 
number of years. But it would be a great deni 
wiserfor the Republic to adopt conciliatory 
measures. In the opinion of careful observers 
much of this so-called anarchy is only a protest 
against the irritating overgovernment and the 
petty restrictions on personal liberty which un- 
fortunately still exist in France. 

AmonaG the various schemes before Parlia- 
ment is anqther Thames Tunnel at Tilbury and 
Gravesend. The Thames at that point has about 
the breadth of the North River between New 
York and Jersey City. The reason urged in the 
prospectus for the construction of this work is 
the increase of dock buildings at Tilbury by the 
East ana West India docks, from which it is ex- 
pected that ocean-going steamers of the Penin- 
sular & Oriental, Cunard, Royal Mail, Orient, 
Cape, and other companies will sall. It is pro- 
posed that freight ahd passengers be transferred 
from that point to London by rail, thus avoiding 
the sinuous course of the Thames above Graves- 
end. Claim is aiso made that the work is of 
strategic importance, as bringing the camps and 
arsenals north and southof the Thames into 
quick communication. 
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NEWSPAPERS in considerable numbers do 
continue to live in Russia and apparently to 
prosper in spite of thé dangers and restrictions 
that peset their paths. Statistics show that there 
is a total in the country of 776, of which 197 are 
published at St. Petersburg and 76 at Moscow. 
Of these 272 publivations 240 are printed in Rus- 
sian, 1 in three lanruages—Russiaa, German, 
and Freach—lin two languages - and 
German—? in German, 4 in French, 2 in Latin, 2 
in Hebrew, 1 in Engtish, 1 in Polish, 1 in Finnish, 
and I in Armenian. There are 19 daily newspa- 
pers, 15 weekly, and @ monthly publications ia 
St. Petersburg, and 12 daily newspapers, 6 week- 
ly, and 22 monthly publications in Moscow. The 
largest circulauon of any paper is about 71,000; 
the next largest is 25,000. 


THERE is a disposition manifested in Bos- 
ton to keep a severely sharp eye upon Gov. 
Butler and to detect inconsistencies in his con- 
duct as an economizer of the people's money. 
Thus it is asserted that while he draws a salary 
of $76.92 a week as Governor, be makes no de- 
duction therefrom when he is absent a on 
private law business. Hie critics think that a 
Governor who is so particular about reading 
newspapers at the expense of the State ought 
not to put the State's money into bis own pocket 
when be is not attending to the State's business.

What Is Said of the Scott Liquor Bill 
in Onio. 

ContumsBus, O., Feb. 7.—[Speclal.— The 
Scott bill in no way interferes with the sale 
ef spirituous, malt, or vinous liquors, and 
makes no precedent to their sale, but simply 
taxes each person engaged in the traflic $250 
if they sell spirituous liquors, together with 
malt or vinous liquors, and 810 if they sell 


malt or vinous liquors alone; and it further 


provides that the tax shall be a lien on and in 
the property where the traflic is carried 
on. It repeals that part of the Re- 
vised Statutes now in force which 
prohibits the sale of spirituous 
liguers to be drunk on the premises. The 
Supreme Court decided that the bond pro- 
vided for in the Pond bill was a cendition 
precedent to the sale of spirituous liquors, 
therefore it was in the nature of a license to 
those who were willing to giveabond, Rep- 
resentative Scott, the author of the last Tax 
bill, says tonight that his billin no way in- 
terferes with the sale of Spirituous liquors, 
but simply taxes those engaged in the busi- 
ness, and can neither be considered a prohib- 
itory or license law in any sense of the word.

Kansas Farmers Think the Free List 
Should Net stop with Lamber and 
Barbed-Wire, but Should Inciade Ag- 
riculturai Machinery. 

Wicuira, Kas., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—The 
recent positive stand on the tariff question 
taken by the Kansas Seuatofs is meeting 
with much commendation on all sides. The 
Arkansas Valley is vreéminently an agri- 
cultural section, and the prices of lumber 
and wire for fencing and building purposes 
are of no little moment te the residents of 
this portion of Kansas. Stock-raising and 
wheat and corn raising principally employ 
the farmers here, To the south and west of 
this city is one of the great meat-centres of 
the Union, where barbed wire is used to 
fence mile after mile of grazing ground, and 
where whole counties areinclosed by barbed- 
wire fences for pasture and stock pur- 
poses. Any action which Congress may take 
reducing the price of barbed wire will keep 
thousands of dollars here which otherwise 
would be expended for wire. Stock men on 
the Cherokee strip, many of whom have from 
twenty to seventy miles of wire fence, take a 
very deep interest in this question, and of 
course any action taking the duty from barbed 
wire pleases them immensely. The very out- 
spoken and mauly position taken by Senator 
Ingalls, to whose influence mainly can be as- 
cribed the placing of sawed boards, timber 
squared or sided, lath, shingles, and other 
articles in the way of lumber on the free 
list, is much praised, and the senior Senator 
from Kansas never stood higher in public 
esteern than he does today. The free 
list should not stop with ſumber and 
barbed wire. Agricultural implements 
and farming machinery are the curse 
of the Kansas farmer. Expensive farm ma- 
chinery, poorly housed, left out in the in 
clement weather to go to pieces, is the bane 
of the farmers of Kansas, as well as of the 
West generally. The machinery, in the first 
place, is too expensive, and a reduction of 
tariff on the necessary articles compos 
the machinery necessarily would cheapen 1 
and be of untold advantage to the farmers of 
Kansas. The whole tariff code should be 
modified and simplified. The reductions 
pioposed by the Senate are due to the de- 
inands of the clashing interests of the pro- 
ducers ot the raw material and the manu- 
factured article, and not to the great body of 
consumers, whose labor and productions are 
unprotected. The pig-iron men want 
cheaper ore. The miners demand 
more protection, The iron-men want 
cheaper pig-iron or more protection; so in 
wool and its manufactures; and, when 
speaking of wool as a raw material, Kansas, 
with 1,000,000 head of sheep within her bor- 
ders, grows interested. Again, no interests 
b. the protected interests are represented 
atthe Capital. With a high tariff the Gov- 
ernment itself becomes the deadliest enemy 
of the citizen. It is the instrument by which 
the man is ruined, and oppressed under color 
of law, and in obedience to a pretended pub- 
lic demand. Politics dependson money, and 
monopolies have the sinews of war; both

The accountant of the Bank of Commerce 
at Durham, Out., has levanted, and there is 
every reason to suppose he is now safe 
across the lines, One day last week II.

It is 
also reported that the Ontario Bank here had 
lost 840,000 by a dishonest employé. ‘The 
amount, however, is found to exagger- 
ated. A package containing $4,500 is miss- 
ing, but the amount is amply secured by 
guarantee funds, 

The argumentin the Phipps extradition 
case was begun before the Court of Appeal 
here today, and will be continued tomorrow. 
There were four Judges on bench, The 
prisoner Was not in court. Counsel for the 
defense contended that the depositions upon 
which the warrantfor the extradition was 
issued were informal and illegal, and within 
the weaning of the law were simply an in- 
formation upon whien the prisoner could be 
apprehended, but not extradited. It was 
further submitted that the case was 
not one of forgery, but a simple mis- 
demeanor. In lower court

forgery according to the common law as well 
as the Statute of State, and counsel fur the 
oes claimed that, this evidence hav- 
ng been impropefly refused, the prisener 
was entitled to dismissal.

a state of lethargy. Again, she lies perfectly 
still and sleeps, the functions of the body 
seeming to be naturally performed. The 
physician attending her made a study of the 
case, as It is the only one of such a character 
he has ever heard of or read about. There is 
notht to indlieate disease of the brain. 
Secretion is regular and pulse normal. The 
Docter can only attribute this state of leth- 
argy to the utter prostration of the nervous 
system. Le thinks she is conscious, but be- 
lieves if the brain were examined the cere- 
beilum would be found undergoing acliange. 
The probabilities are she will never recover.

CONFLAGRATIONS. 


Hamline University, Situated Between 
St. Pauli and Minueapolis, Destroyed 
~Escape of the Students—Los« About 
$65,000, Insured for $236,000—The 
Day Eleowhere Free from Disastrous 
Fires—Record of Minor Events. 

Sr. Pat. Minn., Febj 7.—(special.]— 
Hamline University, situ near the Man 
toba Short Line Railroad, about midway be- 
tween Minneapolis and St. Paul, was totally 
destroyed by fire this morning, entailing a 
loss of about $65,000, on which there was an 
insurance of about $96,000, The fire was dis- 
covered at about 9:30 0’clock by the students, 
who were proceeding to the chapel. At that 
time the roof was all on fire, and, as all the 
appliances at hand for extinguishing 
the flames consisted of a few  bar- 
rels of water and two Babcock fire- 
extinguishers, the building was  prac- 
tically at the mercy of the flames, 
and, although the students worked like 
heroes, the flames gradually burned down- 
ward very slowly, until at 10 o’clock nothing 
but the biackened and crumbling walls re- 
mained. The fire must have originated 
under the roof from heat from the solfd 
chimney, or else on top of the roof 
from sparks from the chimney. The 
building was of stone and brick, was 
built in 1880, and cost $55,000. There 
was a basement, three stories above it, and 
a mansard roof, making it practieally a five- 
story building. The entire interior was con- 
sumed, and a considerable portion of the walls 
fell in. None ot thé remainder can be utilized, 
and the structure is therefore a loss. 
The Rev. J. F. Chaffee, Vice-President of the 
Board of Trustees, and the Rev. Robert 
Forbes, Secretary, were on the Manitoba 
train which passed the college as the fire 
broke out, and stopped. They at once com- 
menced to establish order among the stu- 
dents, and succeeded adinirably, after which 
every one worked heroically against great 
odds. All of the students esea from the 
batiding, but A. J. Sutton, of Preston, was 
overcome with work and was removed to the 
Ladies’ Home, where he was given every 
necessary attention. The contents of the 
building were nearly all saved, but, by bemeg 
recklesly thrown from the windows, were 
greatiy damaged. Some of the students 
who occupied rooms in the mansard roof 
lost nearly all of their effects. Prof.

THE SENATE. 
WO FAVORS TO DISTILLERS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 7.—({Special.)—A part 
of yesterday's proceedings, owing to the pro- 
tracted seasion and the fact that the telegraph 
lines were not working, failed to get through. 
After a long and wearisome discussion, the Sen- 
ate sat down on the Sheridan resolution, already 
put through the House, urging the IIlinois dele- 
gation in Congress to pass the Shermau bill ex- 
tending the bonded period. The argument that 
the distillers ought to pay taxes and are vot 
entitled to relief proved stronger than the ciafm 
that a failure to extend the bonded period 
would produce a financial smash-up. 

Thediouse substitute for Merritt's resolution 
urging Congress to repeal the act regarding the 
transfer of causes from the State to the Federal 
courts was called up the first thing this morn- 
ing, and Merritt at once moved that the Senate. 
refuse to concur in the House amendment. The 
motion prevailed, and the substitute goes back 
to the House. ’ 

THE NEW GOVERNOR. 

At this point the first message trom the new 
Governor was recefved, advising the General 
Assembly that, the Hon. Shelby M. Cullom nav- 
ing resigned the office of Governor, and the 
powers, duties, and emoluments of the office de- 
volving upon him by virtue of the Constitution, 
he bad subscribed the oath of ofhce of Governor 
of the State of Illinols, and entered upon the 
duties of said office. Another message from 


Gov. Hamilton announced the appointment of 
Harry F. Dorwin as his private secretary. 


THE RAILROAD COMMITTEE AGAIN, 


Another little matinée was given today, the 
subject underlined on the bill being the increase 
of the Rallroad Committee by adding the names 
of Senators Ruger and Mason. Sevator Clark 
took exception to the proposition, and gave as 
one of his reasons the fact that Cook County 
already bad mure than enough members ou the 
committee. He also objected to seeing two 
pew members advanced over the beads of 
oider r without any special reasons 
bemg given why these gentiemen should be 
placed on that committee. 

Senator White explained that he had sug- 
gested the addition of Senator Kuger'’s name to 
the committee without that gentlemau's know 
edge. There certainly was as much propricty 
in putting these new members ou the commit- 
tee as there was in giving the Senator from 
Coles (Clark) the Chairmanship of the Commit- 
tee on Judicial Department, when be came here 
a new member two years ago. 

Senators Rinehartand Hereley, from the Dem- 
ocratic side, advocated the adoption of the reso- 
lution, because it had been generally uoder- 
stood that Senator Mason was to have been 
placed on that committee, and because by bis 
knowledge of railroad law he was especiaily 
titted for membership. 

Senator Mason said that he had nothing to 
conceal. He wanted to go on the Kailroad Com- 
mittee because be had practiced raiiroad law 
for ten years and because he had served ou the 
same committee in the House. It was true that 
be had represented the interests of a raiirvad 
company in the Legislature, and he did not 
koow why de should be ashamed to acknowi- 
edge it. No one could say that he bad ever dove 
anything improper during that period. Asa 
lawyer be had as many suits against railroads as 
he had for them, and boped be would always 
Da ve good suits for and against raiiroads. Ik 
this disqualified bim from membership ou the 
Railroad Committee then no lawyer was quali- 
ned to serve on the Judiciary Committee. 

On motion of Merritt, Hereley’s name was 
added to the resolution, wbich was then adopted 
by atwo-thirds vote—yeas , nays li—and the 
three Chicago Senators were added to the com- 
mittee. 

Senator Mason presented a petition numer- 
ousiy signed by members of the Chicago Board 
ot Trade asking that the salary of the members 
of the Committee on Appeals of the board be 
incrersed to $2,500 per annum, owing to the 
difficulty of inducing members to serve at the 
present compensation allowed by law. 

SHEAR BOOMS ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Senator Ainsworth presented a resolution set- 
ting forth the fact that the piers of many of the 
railway bridges crossing the Mississippi 
are a serious hindrance to navigation, 
that a Board of Engineers has 6 
mended the use of shear booms, and 
asking that the [illinois delegation in Congress 
use their best efforts to secure the piaeing of 
shear booms at the various bridges crossing the 
Mississippi. After some discussion the Senate 
refused to suspend the rules to consider the res- 
olution today, and it went over under the rule. 


NEW BILLA. 


When the calendar bad been run through the 
floodgatcs were opened and a grist of new bills 
were unloaded. Senator Bridges came to the 
front witb a printed copy of the Ralliruad Anti- 
Pooling bill advocated in the House by Mc Wiil- 
iams and Ludington last session. 

Senator Seiter put in a bill to provide for the 
weigh of coal at the mines, and to prescribe 
the width of openings in screens used at the 
mines, which are required to be constructed of 
diamond-shaped bars not more than seven- 
eighths of an inch apart. 

Senator Secrest presented a voluminous bill 
to revise the law in relation to State printing. 

Seuator Sbaw's bill provides for the reiease 
and discharge of certificates of levy on real 
estate in the Recorder's office. 

Senator Tanner introduced a bill to provide 
for the election by the people of the Hailroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners, and defining 
their qualifications. 

BRINGING THE SHERIFFS TO TIME. 

A bill introduced by Senator Berggren pro- 

ses to amend Sec. ll of the act concerning 
urors so as to provide that the Sheriff or other 
officer who fails to make return of the service 
of summons upon a person called as a juror 
shall be deemed guilty of contempt, and may be 
fined from $10 to $200. The Dill makes it the 
duty of the court to impose sudh fine whenever 
it appears that proper diligence has not been 
used to serve such juror. 

CHANCERY PRACTICE. 


Senator Clark's bill amending the act regu- 
lating practice in the courts of chancery was 
read a third time, discussed at some length, and 
passed with but little opposition by a vote of 38 
10 9. The bill provides as follows: 

“Sec. I. Be tt enacted, eto, That Secs. 17 
and o of an act entitied “An act to 
regulate the practice in courts of chancery,” 
approved March 15. 1872, in force July 1, 1872, ve 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Sk. 17. If the defendant shall appear at the 
next term and offer to file his answer to the bit. 
the court may permit him to do so upon bis 
showing sufficient cause and paying the costs of 
tbe preceding terms, and thereupon such pro- 
ceedings shall be had as if the defendant 
had appeared in good season and no 
decree had been entered. And if it 
shali appear upon the heuring that such decree 
ought not to have been against such detendant, 
the ame may be set aside, altered. or amended, 
80 far as it affects property rights, as shall seem 
just, and in other respects in the discretion of 
the court: otherwise the same shall be ordered 
to stand contirmed against said defendant. 

“sec. 19. When any final decree shail be en- 
tered against any defendant who shal! not have 
been summoned or served with a copy of the 
bill, or received the notice required to be sent 
by mail,and such person, bis heirs, devisees, 
executor, administrator, or other legal repre- 
sentative, as the case may require, shall, within 
one year after notice in writing given him of 
such decree, or withip three years after such 
decree if no such notice shall have been given, 
as ufvresaid, appear in open court and betiuon 
to be heard touching the matter of 
such decree, and shall pay such costs as the 
court shall deem reasonable ip that behalf; the 
person 80 petitioning may appear and Answer 
the complainant's bill, and thereupon such pro- 
ceeding shall be bad as if the defendants had 
appeared in due season and no decree bad been 
made. Andifit shall appear upon the bearing 
that such decree ought not to have been made 
against such defendant, the same may be set 
aside, altered, or amended, so far as it alfects 
property rights, as shali appear just, and in 
otber respects in the discretion of the court; 
otherwise the same shall be ordered to stand 
contirmed against said defendant. The decree

A PRETTY WIFE. 

She and Mer Alleced Paramour 
Charged with the Murder of Mer 
Husband. 

Sr. PA., Minn., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—An 
Argyle (Minn.) special to the Pioneer-Press 
says: “Une week ago an examination was 
commenced before Justice Parker, of this 
place, on a charge of murder. Day after 
day the matter dragged along in a slow and 
quiet manner without developing very start- 
ling particulars until Monday last, when af- 
fairs assumed a decidedly sensational shape. 
On the 2ist of January last a small prairie 
shanty was rned. and the owner of the 
house was ned with the dwelling. Im- 
mediateiy after the finding of his body ru- 
mors spread about the neighborhood to the 
effect that the young and pretty wife 
of the owner of the house had been, before 
the death of her husband, criminally inti- 
mate with a man who was employed by her 
husband as a farm Jaborer, and that the wife 
and her paramour had first murdered the 
husband and had then burned the house to 
conceal their crime. The Coroner was sent 
for, and, acting under the advice of the Coun- 
ty Attorney, he concluded that no inquest 
was necessary, and the body was buried. 
Afterwards a complaint charging Camille 
Roy, the hired man, with murder 
was sworn out and the man ar- 
rested. A great deal of testimony was 
taken last week, and on Monday additional 
counsel N in behalt of the State. The 
first move by the prosecdtion Monday was 
to have an additional warrant issued for the 
arrest of Azilda Beaudry, wife of Amad¢e 
Beaudry, the man said to have been mur- 
dered, and the next move was to have a Cor- 
ouer’s inquest, which was at once put in 
course of investigation. The body, as it ap- 
peared Tuesday before the Coroner and the 
jury, presented a horrible spectacle. The legs 
and arms were either burned off or N 
chopped off before the fire, and the forehead is 
completely mashed to pieces, as if with some 
instrument. An ax was found near the body 
in the ruins, and the theory of the prosecu- 
tion is that death was inflicted by this instru- 
ment, and that the fire was set to hide the 
evidence of the crime. Yesterday, when the 
case of the State against the prisoners was 
called for examination, the counsel for the 
State and the defense agreed to an adjourn- 
ment until Wednesday, the 14th inst., at 2 
o'clock p. m., in order to permit the 
Coroner to conclude the inquest. ‘Today the 
Coroner's jury, after going into a thorough 
examination of the matter, returned a ver- 
dict that the sald Amadee Beaudry came to 
his death at the Township of Middle River, 
in the County of Marshall, on the 2ist day of 
January, 1883, and that his death was caused 
by criminal violence at the hands of Camille 
Roy and Azilda Beaudry, but that the jury 
are unable to say whether he was killed by a 
deadly weapon or with fire. Lomorrow at- 
ternoon the prisoner Roy will accompany 
the Sheriff to Crookston, as this county has 
no jail.”

It Is Now Guarded by Men Armed with 
Winchester Rifles—Cause of the Dim 
culty. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 7.—[Special.}]—All 
work on the Robinson mine ceased last night. 
The miners have been converted into guards 
armed with Winchester rifles. No one is al- 
lowed to approach the mine. This is caused 
by the action of ex-Manager Parker and his 
friends, who, it is alleged, threaten to blow 
up the works. ‘The guards are acting under 
instructions from President Johnson, of New 
York, andthe Hon. Willard Teller, of this 
city.

How the Sacred Carpet Was 
Back from Mecca to the Mie. 

Catro, Jan. 7.—Last Thursday 1 was pres- 
ent at the ceremony of the return from 
Mecca of the Mahmal,” a religious pageant 
that even in times of war, pestilence, and 
famine has taken place in Cairo annually, 
without a single interruption, for exactly 611 
years. 

On Wednesday the caravan of Egyptian 
pilcrims returning from Mecca arrived at its 
last halting-place, the Hasweh,”’ a pebbly 
tract of the desert just outside the northern 
gates of Cairo. At sunset numerous friends 
and relatives of the pilgrims afrived at the 
“Hasweh” with a plethora of donkeys, 
drums, trumpets, pipes, flags, and huge 
torches—these last being cylindrical frames 
of iron attached to the ends ot long poles, ana 
bold small armfuls of blazing fagots. Having 
found their own particular “ hadji’’—re- 
turned pilgrim—the friends and relatives 
forthwith mount the holy man upon a donkey 
and escort him to the family abode in Cairo, the 
outside of which bas been whitewashed and 
decorated for the occasion with full sized — 
ures of lions, tigers, camels, locomotives, 
whales, steamships and crocodiles. These 
sketches are made by primitive artists armed 
with long bouse painters’ brushes; the colors 
are always the 1 red, yellow, biue, and 
green, and the objects represent the various 
dangers to which he hadi has been exposed 
during his perilous journey. These family pro-

The Mabmal” contains nothing, but two 
copies of the Koren finclosed in a silver case are 
tied to the top of the pyramid. The Mahmal” 
invariably accompanies the Egyptian pilgrims 
to aud from Mecca, and is borne by a tine, tall 
camel covered with gold trappings and feathers. 
This camel bas nothing to do but to carry about 
the Mahmal.”’ 

The Egyptian Eliephant—The Latest 
English Scheme itor Its Future Gov- 
ernment—The Pian Proposed by Lord 
Dufferin Severely Criticised and Fall- 
ure Predicted. 

[London Spectator, Jan. 20.)—The scheme 
of the British Government for the reorgan- 
ization of Egypt is gradually taking shape, 
and though we are unable to believe in its 
success, it is consistent, and from a certain 
point of view, an able one. The form which 
the Egyptian Government shall assume has 
been definitly resolved on. It is to be a 
Government resembling that of Inaia, with 
two most important exceptions. There is to 
be no legal coutrol from England, and there 
is to be a popular deliberative As- 
sembly. The Khedive, to begin with, 
under this scheme occupies the position 
of the Viceroy of India. All aets will be 
passed in his name. He will be the head of 
the Executive, will possess all patronage, 
will appoint and dismiss all Ministers, and 
may give, proprio motu, any legal executive 
order. He will work through Ministers, who 
will form a Cabinet; but they will de re- 
sponsible to him, and must,in the last re 
sort, either take bis orders, resign, or be dis- 
missed. His legislative power is, however, taken 
away, and trausferred to a Legisiativée Council, 
in which be will appoint seven members; while 
seven more will be selected by the people, 
through some as yet undescribed system of 
doubie election. Behind and outside this body 
wili be a Popular Council of forty-four elected 
members, who will be convened at indefinit pe- 
riods and for restricted purposes; but will pos- 
sess full rights of discussion and representation, 
though they will be unabie to act until they have 
convinced the Khedive and the Legislative.

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A TREMENDOUS FLOOD COMING DOWN THE

Pirrspure, Pa., Feb. 7.—[Speelal. A tre- 
mendous flood is coming down the Mononga- 
hela, which is expected to reach this city be- 
tween midnight and morning.

“ WHAT CAN THE CITY DO 
to obviate this difficulty?” 

Nothing at all in the way of permanent 
improvements. It must and will try to pre- 
vent an ice-gorge inthe river: but as its 
means are limited it will have to be assisted 
in this by deck-owners, especially by lum- 
bermen. ‘The latter have the most to fear, 
and should be the most ready to help. If 
they will see to it when athaw does come 
that the ice does not pile up and literally dam 
up the river, 1 think that all the snow will 
pass off without doing any damage. The 
forming of an jee-gorge is the «reat danger 
to be feared. In times past the ice has 
been piled up so high that it made a 
solid wall from the bottom of the river to 
the top This raised the water above 
the dam to a greater hight, and also held it 
back till it accumulated enough force to 
break through or flow over. The thawing 
wauld continue all this time, and a greater 
amount of water would accumulate than the 
stream could earry off. If there is no ice- 
gorge the river and sewers wil! do their work, 
if the water gets to them.“ 

Ils there any danger of the water not get- 
ting to them? 

“Well, you know this is a pretty flat 
county and city. The snow in the streets is 
coop ene hard, andon the horse-car streets 
is plied up in greet windrows on each side.” 

THE GUTTERS 

are a solid mass office and snow. Now, the 
city has vay littie money at its disposal, but 
is doing all it can to keep the gutters open to 
the catch-basins. Here is one thing that the 
citizens can do to help us, or rather to hel 
themselves, for they are the ones to be chief- 
ly affected. The snow is so high that when a 
thaw comes it will ow inte basements un- 
less an opening is made to sewers.

‘The city is seeing to 
the catch-basins and street-crossings, Twice 
a day the men are sent around in the busi- 
ness district—where there is the greatest 
danger of heavy losses by the fleoding of 
basements-—-and are keeping all in readiness 
forathaw. As the street-car tracks are on 
the crown of the street the abutting property- 
owners will get the worst of itif they do net 
keep their gutters open.“ 

“WILL THE BRIDGEPORT DAM 
make any difference in case of higher water 
in the Desplaines ?” 

It is liable to. The Desplaines strikes the 
dtvide at Summit. and a part of its waters 
now in tothe IIlinois, River, and the rest into 
the South Branch. The South Branch is 
then liable to be called upon te drain over 
twelve miles in length of territory that is 
now heaped up with snow. You cannot 
urge too strongly upon lumbermen and other 
doek-owners to be on the lookout and do all 
they can to prevent the ice-gorges in the 
river. Three years ago lumber was being 
floated around at a Kroat loss to the owners. 
Unless they want a similar meee? loss ta case 
of a sudden thaw, they must heip the city in 
this emergency. The horse-raiiroad compa- 
nies have been requested to remove the snow 
not only from their sixteen feet of track, but 
also from the entire street on which they 
run. This the Superintendents have agreed 
to do, and y are now employing extra 
teams in the work.“

A Bill That Was Probably Not Intro- 
dueed to Be Passed— What is Thought 
of it im Chiceceo. 

Tun Tripune’s Springfield dispatches of 
Saturday made mention of a bill introduced 
in the Senate under the caption of “A bill 
for au act to protect persons interested in 
policies of life-insurance.” As fully one-half 
of the intelligent reading public are interest- } 
ed, either as beneficiaries or as policyhold- 
ers, in lite-insuranee, Tue Tunern has 
thought it worth while to ascertain wherein 
it is proposed to still further “regulate” an 
interest which has already been regulated 
by the lilinois Legislature almost beyond en- 
durance, 

The first person seen was Mr. H. S. Vail, Act- 
uary of the Illinvis State 4nsurance Depart- 
ment. and sustaiuing the same official relations 
with the insurance departments of several 
Other Western States.

“Take the nou-forfeiture feature,” said 
Mr. Vail, “which is sought to be enacted in 
the first section here. It is virtually a re- 
enactment with some slight alterations but 
with all the defeets of the old Massachusetts 
nen-forfeiture law. which after years of ex- 

lence was found to be defective and un- 
fast in its operations, and was substitated 
tor a new non-forfeiture law, curing the de- 
fects ot the old. This fact the author of the 


bill was evidently ignorant of. alt 


ef the companies today voluntarily ue

is bill. 

* The bill provides, in the case of forfeiture 
of policy, first for term insurance. This was 
the case with the old Massachusetts law; and 
it was found by exverience that the healthler 
risks as a rule dropped their insurance. 
Therefore, giv to such members tompe- 

insurance for a few years, at which 

the policy expires entirely, was not giv- 
ime to the volicyholders on the average as 
much for the money they had paid as to give 
to all policyholders, good and bad risks alike, 
the amount of paid-up insurance — ab- 
solutely at the time the original policy was 
due. Such are the provisions of the new 
Massachusetts law. In this case the heirs of 
the assured would surely receive from 80 to 
120 vee cent of all . moons had been 
paid into the company, cost of insurance 
simply being the interest on the money thus 
invested. 

„Another inequality in this bill, which was 
also a defect in the old Massachusetts law, is 
this: It provides that if death should eceur 
within three years after such nonpayment of 
premium there sball be deducted m the 
amount sum of all the premiums that 
weuid have become due if it had eontinued 
in foree. Whether the policy was originally 
a lite policy or an endowment policy, 
only a term life poliey would be furnished in 
either case if death occurred within this 
term. Why endowment policies should be 
made to pay five times as much for term 
surance fur five years as an ordinary life 
policy is a mystery to me.” 

“Do you see anything else in the bill, Mr. 
Vail, that you cannot approve of?” 

“It would be easier to _.umerate the 
clauses that I could commend. That wouldn't 
take me ap The worst feature remains 
to be seen. It is this: Section three (3) gives 
the insured the option of either taking term 
insurance or paid-up insurance., This gives 
the retiring policyholders the goportantty to 
select — the company and remain- 
ing policyholders. ose in poor health 
would unquestionably take term insurance, 
while the good risks would choose paid-up 
insuranee: and the result of this would be 
tu inc: ease the mortuary experience of the 
company, possibly in exeeas of the le 
rate. This strikes at the stability of the 
company, which is in no sense for the Inter- 
est of the policyholder. 

“ Bat wost absurd and nonsensical 
provision of all is that which tires the 
company to pay a cash value after five years 
from the date of the licy, and annually 
thereafter. This value isto be W cent of 
the 4 percent reserve, This would practical- 
ly make savings banks of life-insuranee con- 

nies; u would reguire them te constantly 

ep on band a large cash balance, and be- 
sides a large amount of easily convertible 
securities. This would prevent long time 
investments at the higher rates, and would, 
in tact, keep the companies from carrying 
out their policy contracts, for they could not 
have the reserve readyata moment's ue. 
mand, and at the same time make it earn 
interest requisit to meet the requirements of 
its contracts. Such a law could not be com- 
plied with by any company. With sucha 
law in force any evil-dispesed person cou 
start a run’ on a company against which he 
had a grudge and ruinit in no time The 
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position Is chimerical and mischievous. 
Inder its overation a good risk could draw 
out bis reserve while the sickly fellaws could 
hold on, and with its reserve thus depleted any 
novice can see that company could not 
carry, out its contracts.

A MURDER FOR WHICH THE SALOONS ARE 
RESPONSIBLE. 

An inquest was deild at the County Hospital 
yesterday afternoon on the body of John Pri- 
ban, the young Bobemian who died from the et- 
fects of a knife-wound in the neck, received 
one week ago Sunday morning at the hands of 
Michael Marek. The wound was inflicted about 
7 o'clock in the morning while the two men 
were ftightingtin Vaclav Levora’s saloon at No. 
756 West Eigbteenth street. It appears from 
the evideuce that Levora gave a dance 
at his place the night previous, which 
was attended by both Priban and 
Marek, and at ö o'clock. in the morning, when 
the dance broke up, they were both drunk. They 
then went into a saloon next door, where a fuss 
was started, during the progress of which Priban 
struck Marek. Priban then returned to Levora's 
saioon and Marek followed him. They both 
called for beer, and while it was being drawn 
the quarrel was renewed. There is some doubt 
as to who struck the first biow, but the witnesses 
are of the opinion that Priban did. The struggie 
ended when Marek drewa knife and piunged the 
biade in the other man’s neck. The jury found 
that Pribau came to his death from the effects 
of a knife- wound inflicted by Marek, and recom- 
mended that the latter be held to the grand jury 
in such bail as the Criminal Court migni tix. 

If the police bad been attending to their duty 
out there the murder would never have been 
committed. Two saloons were kent open ail 
night, while a dance was in progress at one of 
them, and Levora, according to his own evi- 
dence, sold liquor to the drunken men. A girl 
who boards with Levora testified that he gave 
a datice at bis place every two weeks, and that 
Pribau attended and got drunk on each occa- 
sion. Why the police have tolerated this out- 
rageous viclawon of the law is not explained. 

A SMALL CIGAR STRIKE. 

Learning that the employés of Springer & Co., 
cigar manufacturers at 11 and 114 Lake street, 
were on a strike, a reporter called at their place

ANOTHER ELEVATED RAILWAY. 

The Chicago Elevated Passenger and Auto- 
matic Mining Railway Company, with a capital 
of $1,000,000, bas taken out a certificate of in- 
corporation. The corporators are William F. 
Sberman, E. Rogers, and Robert B. Kendall, of 
this city. The company purposes building exten- 
sive shops for the manufacturing of Mr. Sher- 
man's various patents, one of which, an elevate! 
railway car, was on exhibition at the Grand Pa- 
cific sometime ago, and is claimed to be an in- 
genious and novel piece of mechanism. The 
elevated passenger car, which Mr. Sherman 
claims as bis particular invendon, is a singular- 
ly constructed arrangement, and its modus op- 
erandi entirely different from anything used on 
elevated railroads in the Eust. The car is sus- 
pended from rails resting on iron columns, the 
trucks and running gear — placed on the 
top of the car, hien is impen by an endiess 
cable, simiiar to the cable-cars now in operation 
in Cuieago. 

Another invention Mr. Sherman has made is 
an inclined railway intended for use in mining 
districts, and also worked by an endiess cabie, 
but without the assistance of mecbanicai force. 
An endless cable, working oa pulieys, to which 
are attached two ore-cars, is all the invention 
consists of, and it is quite simpie in its construc- 
tion. As by the force of gravifition a loaded 
car desceads an incline, au ewpty one is impelled 
up again. The latterinvention has alread) been 
introduced in the mining districts of Colorado. 

FROZEN WATER-PIPES. 

Property-owners on the line of the cable rail- 
ways have appealed tothecity to help them 
open the service- pipes, which are frozen up. The 
city refuses to do it, and for this reason: When 
the cables were put in the city, at the request of 
the railway company, began moving the service- 
pipes from the centre to one side of the street, 
since in case of breakage they would be a great 
annoyance. The cost, however, proved too 
much in the eyes of the company, se the work 
was stopped, and the result is that many of the 
service- pipes, which are covered with only a few 
inches of dirt, are frozen up. The company 
claims that, as water iu te boitom of the cable 
chamber is not frozen, tke stopping-up of the 
service-pipes is pot due to the construc- 
tion of the road. <As the service-pipes 
are connected with the main, which is 
directiy ur er the cable, the freezing cannot 
be due to any other cause than insufficient pro- 
tection. When it got the franchise the com- 
pany agreed to save the city from all expense 
growing out of the corstrucuon of the road; 
and bence Commissioner Cregier refers the 
property-owners to the company for relief. 

NO BURGLARS IN CHICAGO, 

An exceedingly bold and successful robvery 
was effected at the residence of E. P. Young, 
No. 325 West Kandoiph street, early yesterday 
morning. Mr. Young is the Treasurer of the 
Olympic Theatre, and retired about midnight, 
placing his clothing on a chair near the bed and 
a roll of bills amounting to about $80 under his 
pillow. On awaking yesterday morning he dis- 
covered that burgiars bad entered bis apartment 
and taken his money. a valuable gold watch and 
chain, about $6 in old coins, a necklace belong- 
ing to bis wife, and his clothing. but the latter 
he afterwards discovered in the coal-bin. The 
thieves gained an entrance by turning the key 
from the outside with a pair of nippers, and ou 
taking their departure locked the door and car- 
ried off the key. The work was done so noise- 
lesiy that neither Mr. Young nor his wife was 
disturbed. 

NEGLECT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS.

“The trouble iles with the County Commis- 
siovers,” said Judge Tuley. lt is their duty to 
see that every man whose name goesiuto the 
box is qualified to act,so that when we draw 


twenty-four names we shall know that we have 
twenty-four jurors, but the last time we bad to 
exhaust ninety-four names before we got that 
number.“ 

The Clerk said: Ihe last list must have been 
taken from the directory, judging from the ad- 
dresses. in many iastances the business ad- 
dress was given instead of the residence, and 
of the last twelve drawn the addresses of six 
were found to be vacant lots where no one has 
ever lived.“

CAUGHT AT LAST. 
ARREST OF A HOTEL THIEF Wo HAS BEEN 
OPERATING FOR SOME WEEKS. 

The young man who bas been working the 
hotels so successfully of late spent last uigut 
bebiad the bars at the Harrison Street Station, 
and stands a fair snow for an extended residence 
at that charming suburban villa the Joliet 
Penitentiary. His name is William Slade. 
he is a # =good-looking young fellow, 
about 25 or 26 years of age, talks and dresses 
weil, claims to be well connected in the East, 
and bas au unusuat amount of coolness under 
trying circumstances. Yesterday morning Mr. 
I. Weidman, a traveling salesmau occupying a 
room at the Sherman House, reported at police 
headquarters that his room had just been de- 
spoiled of an overcoat worth $50 and a $7 um- 
brolla in the most barefaced manner. During 
his absence from his room a young man bad ap- 
plied to the hotel-clerk for tne key 
to a certain room on an upper floor, 
When about to enter this be bad dis- 
covered that the door of Mr. Weidman’s room 
was ajar, tne chambermaid just getting to work 
in it. Stepping in there as if he owned the 
room, the young. man had the servant step 
aside for a moment, picked up tne overcoat and 
umbrella. and passed outinto the ball, telling 
the girl he would be back very soon, and that be 
wished she would have the room nicely done up. 
With that he disappeared. Five minutes 
later Mr. Weidmaa turned up. dis- 
covered his loss. the true state of 
affairs became apparent, and the hotel 
office was notified, after which a report was 
made at the Central Station. Later in the day 
a telephoue message from the Sherman House 
announced that the thief was there, and they 
were waiting for some officers. Detectives Bon- 
fieid and Kay were seut over, arrested the young 
man, and took bim to headquarters, where he 
was interrogated by Lieut. Kipiey and Detective 
Kay. 

For three hours he “ bluffed' the officers, tell- 
ing them a nice little story about his respect- 
ability and me mistake they were making, but 
they eventually concluded totake the chances 
and search bim. Nothing of importance was 
developed until Lieut. Kipley raised the right 
leg of the young maus trowsers, when a band-

was found in his shoe. The shoas were re- 
moved and in the sole of the right one 
was discovered a ietter of recommendation, 
wherein it became apparent that the 
young fellow’s name wus Slade. Eveorualiy, 
after much pumping on the part of the officers, 
he gave in and acknowledged that he is the 
chap they bave been looking for. His room, he 
informed them, was at No. 75 Sangamon street, 
in the house of an emipentiy respectable lady, 
who believed bim to bea littie less than a saint. 

Officers were forthwith dispatched to bis room, 
and found there a satobel containing a quan- 
tity of paper, clothing, jewelry. pawnticketa, 
and other articies of a miscellaneous character. 
Among the contents of this satchel was a packet 
of papers, which was recognized by Detective 
Coegrove, of the Grand Pacitic Hotel, as a por- 
tion of the property stolen from a guest at that 
bouse a week ago last Monday. Mr. Mcintosh. 
the Western representative of Murshbail Jewell. 
occupied Room No. U2. and on the day in ques- 
tion, during his absence, the room was entered, 
and a satchel containing 525 $100 shares in 
the Denver Cirele . Railway belonging to 
Mr. Jewell, and 400 $100 ehares in the road 
belonging to Mr. Thomas M. Nichols, together 
vith a promissory tote for $1,500, payable to 
Speaker Keifer. and bearing we signature of 
Mr. Nichols. Twice—the first time iast Friday, 
and again Saturday—messages were received at

but with no success, the young mau being too 
“fly tor them. The certificates of stock stolen 
from Mr. Mcintosh’s room, with the promissory 
note, were among the contents of Mr. Slade's 
satchel. Other losers by bis operations at the 
Grand Pacitic were Mr. H. C. Townsend, General 
Passenger Agent forthe Wabash Koad, who on 
Jan. 2% lost a satcbel containing passes over 
fifty-four lines of railway. These were re- 
covered. He occupied Room No. 120. Mr. Smith, 
representing a New York dry-goods house, who 
eceupied Room No. 110, lost u business suit 
worth $50, a dress suit valued at $85, a $55 over- 
coat and some sleeve-buttous. which were sub- 
sequentiy recovered in pawnsbops on Haisted 
street, where they haa been left by Mr. Slade. 
There were some other toinor losses of overcoats 
and satchels full of clothing, which were un- 
doubtedly stolen by this very young man. 

Slade ia the fellow who created such a sensa- 
tion at the Palmer House one week ago last 
Tuesday at the unseasonabie hour of 3a. m. 
Mr. James H. Fiemwming, traveling representa- 
tive of an Eastern wutch-case firm, who 
occupied Koom was awak- 
ened at that an wunusual 
noise. He arose, in groping around 
in the darkness discovered that his clothing bad 
been removed from the chair where he placed 
it woe he went to bed; whereupon be went 
outinoto the ball and called a couple of porters 
to bis assistance. ‘he thief suddeniy made bis 
appearance, intimidated them with bis revolver, 
ran the gauntiet of some dozen or 80 empioyes 
ot the house, and made his escape. During ail 
the racket a city detective slept peacefully in a 
room directly across the way from that of Mr. 
Fiemming. Tue thief got about $300 worth of 
plunder from Mr. Flemming's room, a gold 
watch and chain and some cash forming the 
bulk of it. 

In Slade’s satchel were two 1,000-mile tickets 
issued to A. L. Tnalman over the Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati & St. Louis and the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Dayton Railroads. Mr. Thaiman is supposed 
— be of Cincinnati, and will de communicated 
with. 

The very boldness of the fellow's work carried 
with it success. Aside from the Palmer House 
case, where he got into the room eariy in tne 
evening aud remained concealed behind the bu- 
reau untilan opportunity presented itself for 
him to work, be seems to have worked his little 
scheme as he did yesterday at the Sherman 
House. Afterstealing Mr. Wiedman's wearing 
apparel he went Out and pawned it, anda iittie 
later returned to the botel, where he was 
recognized by the clerk and detained. He 
seems to have revisited several of the hotels 
where be bad vom mitted thefts on the same day 
that he entered the rooms, and until yesterday 
escaped detectiva. His operations extended to 
all of the hoteis, but in none of them were they 
of any magnitude, clothing and small articles of 
jeweiry bemg about all that be got. Asa large 
number of pawn-ticket® were found in bis 
satcbel and ou his person, the probabilities are 
that most ot this will be recovered. He has 
been here about four weeks, according to his 
story, and has spent most of his time around 
the hotels, where his gentlemanly appearance 
averted suspicion. 

The detectives wi'l today go through the mass 
of papers found in his satchel, and some further 
developments may be looked for.

THE NEWSBOYS’ HOME. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF OFFICERS~—HISTOR- 
ICAL SKETCH—-THE FINANCIAL CONDI- 
TION--GENERAL OUTLOOK, 

At the monthly meeting of the Directors of 
the Newsboys’ Home yesterday afternoon the 
following officers were elected: President, Will- 
jam H. Rand; Vice-President, Dr. D. K. Pear- 
sons; Treasurer, John K. Stearns; Auditor, H. 
N. Higinbotham; Secretary, W. R. Stirling. 

The President read bis report, prefacing it 
with a brief history of the institution. Though 
popularly known as the “ Newsboys’ Home,” 
the legal title is “The Newsboys’ and Boot- 
biacks’ Association.” The first recorded meet- 
ing of citizens interested in the project of pro- 
viding sheitér and food, and as far as possibie 
looking after the comfort and moral surround- 
ings of a bome for the indigent but disposed to 
be industrious boys of the streets, was heid in 
January, 1568. An organization was then et- 
fected, which continued tin December, 1874, 
at which time the Newsboys’ and Boot- 
biacks’ Association was duly incorporated 
under the general law of the State, and 
a charter obtained. A vonstitution and by- 
laws were. adopted, which, with amenoments 
made in 1879, have sinee formed its governing 


code. 
In 1873 the association

The average 
number of inmates of the home for the year 
just closed was 45; preseut number, 55; average 
cost of maintenance per boy, $134.33; of which 
the average boy contributed about 44; leav- 
ing $75.55 per 8 coming from other sources. 
Fifty boys bave n provided with situations 
in town, three have sent 
to homes with in Iowa. 
In April, 1881, a Home Savings Bank was estab- 
lisbed, its total de amounting to $1,365.01. 
Besides a liberal interest paid on deposits a 
premium is offered as a special incentive to 
habits of thrift and economy. Some haif-dozen 
boys have respectably clothed themselves out 
of their money saved; one has id for the 
schooling of bis sister; another for his own 
schooling; another returned to his dome in 
Toronto, taking with him money to his mother 
with which to buy a cow, besides various pres- 
ents to other members of bis family. 
THE NIGHT-SCHOOL, 

held four evenings per week, has been wel) at- 
tended. A year and a half ago Mr. Joun M. 
Clark contributed to the home a special fund of 
$80 to be loaned to boys who were without means 
to buy for themselves outfits of newspapers, 
bootbiacking kits, etc. Of this only $12.50 has 
been applied tor and loaned, and the borrowers 
have repaid $6.14, or about 50 per cent. The 
policy adopted two years ago of purchasing sup- 
plies for cash has proved to bea wise one. No 
debts whatever are now incurred.

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THE “SORTER.” 

THE MAN AT THE S8TOCK-YARDS WHO 
SEPARATES THE BREAKFAST BACON FROM 
THE MESS PORK—HE IS THE “SHRINK- 
ER’s”’ COMPANION. 

A late issue of Tur TRIBUNE gave a sketch of 
the shrinker and his operations at the Stock- 
Yards. As it is the aim of this journal to give 
its readers a full and accurate account of how 
the live-stock business, especialiy that branch 
relating to hogs, is conducted, the “sorter” be- 
ing equally as important an agent as the 
sbrinker, should have bis special vocation writ- 
ten up. 

Accuracy and reliability are the chief aims of 
Tue [TRIBUNE in its efforts to place before the 


public a report of the vast business that is daily 
transacted at the Union Stock-Yarda, but a lit - 
tie attention to matters of detail may instruct 
the uninitiated in some of the technicalities of 
the live-stock trade, and also impart a littie 
local color and interest to the mattereo’-fact 
market reports. 

Take, for instance, the grad ot hogs, or 
what is known to the trade as sorting.“ which 
ig very littie understood except by persons 
actually engaged in the business. The newspa- 
per reports may state, as they frequently do, 
that for some specified reason buyers of certain 
grades of hog: gave a good sort or a bad 
sort, a “close sort ora “liberal sort; but, 
no matter what variations the sort may assume, 
the phrase is Greek and the meaning a perfect 
mystery to those untutored in 


THE CLASSIC LANGUAGE OF “sWINEDOM.” 


To begin with, then, suppose a case where the 
buyer fur a packing-buouse buys one, two. four, 
or ten car-loads of hogs from a commission 
salesman ou the conditions that such hogs are 
to be assorted to suit the requiremenis of 
the house for which the purchase is made, 
a feature of jhe deal that is explicit- 
ly understood between buyer and seller 
before closing the bargatfn. o facilitate this 
sorting there are several ** sorting-pens,”’ popu- 
larly called * milis,” established in close prox- 
imity to each scale, and itis here in these milis 
that the really important branch of the bog 
trade of the Stock- Yards is carried out, for it is 
surely bere that, good or bad, prime or inferior 
bogs are selected by the man who does the sort- 
ing in bis capacity of “ bogw-sorter.”” The privi- 
leves and scope of this latter uffice, when abused 
or not thoroughly understood by the incumbent, 
very Often lead to a good deal of * kicking on 
the sulesinan’s part at the severity or“ close- 
ness ot the sort; and in like manner the coy- 
etousness Of the salesman sometimes takes the 
form of a mild or determined attempt, as the 
cnse may be, to “bulldoze” the sorter, which 
not infrequentiy leads to an exhibidon of 
temper of the most warlike nature, until 
the disputed point is ftinally settled by 
the buyer. who usually suggests a compromise 
as the most amicabie course. This is the serious 
side of the sorting business; but it has also

when viewed with a quiet desire to see it in all 
its phases, and although it sometimes bas to be 
accredited with some of the most stormy scenes 
that occur in the Stock- Yards, it also furnishes 
instances where genuine bumor comes into 
play as one of the readiest auxiliaries of trade. 

The sorter's pole is generaliy about six feet 
long, and about as stout as a billiard cue at the 
thick end, and is used much after the manner of 
that instrument in the hands of a bDilliardist. 
The posing and figure-cutting of some sorters 
when operating in the mill very forcibly re- 
minds one of the posturing of a dapcing- waster, 
though the chief actor iu the business may be 
ignorant of the fact. 

There is something irresistibiy ludicrous in 
the sight of a man posing, setting, and bracing 
up with billiard-cue in band to carrom off 
the end of a bug's snout with scientific dexter- 
ity. while be accompanies the action with a wild 
exviamation of By one or la one,“ just as 
the grade and quality of the bog warrants bim 
in shouting. la this .connection I have heard it 
stated that certain bog-sorters at the Stock- 
Yards always carry a iump of chaik in their 
pocket to rub on the point of the sorting-pole 
so as to insure a better “grip” for it on the 
bogs snout. THe TRIBUNE cannot vouch for 
the correctness of this statement, but neverthe- 
less it would not surprise it in the least to see 
chaik come into general use as an adjunct of 
the sorter’s craft, if the latter wishes to achieve 
any degree of comparison with the sbrinker in 
2 is honest (?) efforts to get his business * down 

ne. 


A RATHER GOOD STORY 

is told of a well-known commission mag at the 
Stock- Yards wno does a good deal of sorting 
himself preliminary to offering his bogs for 
sale. Beimg at church one Sunday after a heavy 
week's work Morpheus claimed him for a short 
flight througb dreamland before the service was 
half over; andit may be said that the over- 
worked live-stock broker was not unwilling to 
make the trip. He spedaway on the wings of 
sieep and commenced to dream of the mill and 
all its exciting associations, when suddenly a 
sharp rap on the elbow from a jingling-box in 
the hands of the collector at the offertory 
brought him to his feet, thuugh not to bis wak- 
ing senses, and he shouted at the top of his 
voice, “in two an’ by the York bog.“ much to 
the amusement and surprise of the startled 
cougregauon. 

As the construction of a sorting- pen may not 
be familiar to the general public it may be de- 
scribed here. The pen usually arranged for as- 
sorting and selecting the differept grades of 
hogs is a long, narrow alley about tweive to six- 
teen feet wide, between two close-boarded 
fences about the regulation bight of do- ben 
fences, Off this long alley there are two or three 
catch-pens counected with the sorting-alley by 
agate which opens into the loog alley, and 
thereby catches or receives the bogs rejected by 
the sorter, those he selects being allowed to go 
“by” the gute. When bors are brought to this 
mill to be sorted they are all driven to the far- 
ther end of the long alley, and then the sorter 
takes his position between the bogs and the gate 
of the catch-pen, the latter being held by the 
broker's man, who strives to*catch io” or let 
“by” every bog as directed by the sorter, who 
piainly orders the gate-bolder ina loud, clear 
voice to catcb in or jet by such bogs as bis judg- 
ment leads him to accept or reject. A gor 
sorter is supposed to be able to tell at a glance 
as the how approaches the cateh- peu gate which 
ope to put in and which to let by, and it is right 
at this moment that the pole is used to“ bead“ 
or punch” the rejected boginto the caten- 
pen. He may never secure as much newspaper 
notoriety as the sbrinker. but for all that the 
sorter is the man that separates the brenkfast 
bacon from the mess pork and converts the 
mixed droves into every grade kuowa to the 
provision trade. 


TAYLOR ON TRX AS. 

THE COLONEL MODESTLY ADMITS THAT 
LONE-STAR LEGISLATORS HAVE HELPED 
HIS SYNDICATE TO A FEW Mos. 

A few days ago the Texas Legisiature passed a 
bill withdrawing all the school, university, and 
asylum lands of the State from the market for 
ninety days after adjournment, to prevent the 
land-speculators now infesting that State from 
gobbling them up.

The local money market was again called dull. 
Larger currency ordersfrom the country were 
reported by some of the banks, and grain receiv- 
ers are understood to have advices that consid- 
erable corn is loaded and will be forwarded this 
week unless the great storm on which Wiggins 
has staked his reputation as a weather prophet 
makes its appearance and upsets their caicula- 
tions. Collections are reported slow. and gen- 
eral business dull. The local demand for loans 
continues good at 7 per cent interest for first- 
Class paper. 

The aggregate of Chicago bank clearings yes- 
terday was $6,100,000, being $300,000 less than the 
total for Tuesday. 

The iaternal revenue receipts yesterday were 
$30,829, whisky paying $23,579 and cigars and to- 
bacco $4,682. ö 

Easteru exchauge was firmer yesterday, being 
quoted curly at 75@80c and later at SO Oe dis- 
count pcr $1,000.

The New York stock market was again weak 
yesterday, with a littie rally late in the morning, 
led by Western Union, which was not main- 
tained. There was, however, an upward tura 
toward the close. Union Pacific led in the weak- 
ness, owing to fears of trouble with represeata- 
tives of the Government; and Burlington was 
sold heavily on Boston account, a number of 
stop orders coming out when it touched IIS. 

It is thought that the weak ness in Western 
stocks is partly due to the rumors of damage to 
winter wheat in Southern Iilinois. 

It is pow whispered that there is a fair pros- 
pect of amicable adjustment of differences be- 
tween Western Union and Mutual Union on 
terms which may be regarded as a victory for 
the latter. 

Some folks are incredulous about that alleged 
discovery of salt on the Rochester & Pittsburg 
Koad. 

Buyers of stocks are discouraged by the con- 
tinued hard weather, which enormously increases 
operating expenses as well as cutting down re- 
ceipts. 

The recent break in Wabash has led Wall 
street to disbelieve the report that the Wabash 
and Burlington Roads had jointly leased the 
Hanniba! & St. Joe. 

The weakness in stocks bas recently extended 
into Government bonds and other standard s-- 
curities. Holders are selling. The money is 
needed, not so much to put into new enter- 
prises as to strengthen those already in exis- 
ence, which feel the lessening of activity and the 
shrinkage of values incident to diminished 
confidence. This fact is one ot the most reas- 
suring points in the general mercantile jsitua- 
tion. There is capital to fall back upon, and 
the abundance of money may be regarded as a 
good guarantee against permanent depression.

Arson Case Indirectly on 
Trial. 
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Latest Legal Decisions, 

The foliowing isan abstract of some of the 
wore important legal decisions recentiy made 
ia Federal and State Courts: 
CHATTEL-MORTGAGE— DEBT DUER—MORTG A- 

GEE TAKING POSSESSION, 

The mortgagee under a chattel mortgage, 
after the debt to bim became due, went upon 
the premises of the mortgagor and took away 


the mortgaged property ina peaceable manner. 
An action of trespass was brought against him, 
and the trial court charged the jury that the 
failure to pay the debt dul not counter upon the 
mortgagee the right to take possession of the 
property against the will or without the consent 
of the mortgagor, and a verdict was found for 
the mortgagor. The case, Street vs. Singimr, 
was carried to the Supreme Court of Alabama, 
who decided in favor of the mortgagee. Judge 
Somerville, ju the opinion, said: “After the 
failure of the mortgagor to pay the debt the 
mortgagee bad the right to take possession of 
the mortgaged property, and he could enter 
upon the premises of the mortgagee tor the pur- 
pose of taking possession and seize the property 
if be could do this witoeout force or violence. 
Subject ‘to this limitation the owner of 
personal property, wrongfully withhela from 
him, may have redress by bis own act without 
resorting to the delay of litigation. But be pro- 
ceeds at his own peril if he commits the slight- 
est breach of the publie peace; for it indiyid- 
uals were thas allowed to redress their own pri- 
vate injuries, the peace of society and good or- 
der of government would cease.” 

TAKING WATERCOURSE FOR PUBLIC USE, 

A water company in California took proceed- 
ings to condemn the waters of acreek wulch ran 
through the lands of a private person, and the 
right to this was denied. The water company 
succeeded in the case, St. Helena Water Com: 
pany vs. Forbes, and the land-owners appealed 
to the Supreme Court of California, who at- 
firmed the judgment below. Judge Koss, in the 
opinion, said: The only question about waich 
we have any serious doubt is whether the statute 
authorizes the condemnation of tbe particular 
kind of property bere sought to be nen. It 
authorizes the taking of : 1. A fee-simple. 2. 
Au easement, when taken for any other use. 3. 
Entry upon and occupation of land to take 
earth, gravel, stones, trees, and timber for pub- 
lic use. The right of the defendant in this 
stream is not an easementin him. He could sell 
and divert the use of the water to the plaintitk 
bere and so sell to it au easement in his land, 
and this like easement can be taken through 
proceedings taken to condemn the right under 
the statute by virtue of the power of eminent 
domain.“ 

TAKING LAND FOR A PUBLIC USE--TENANTS 
IN COMMON, 

Proceedings were taken in Connecticut to con- 
demn certain land for a public use by towa 
anthorities, and one John H. Stevens aloue was 
inade the respondeut under the supposition that 
he was the sole owner. He was, however, one 
of several tenants in common, and on this being 
learned a second proceeding was taken to con- 
dema the property of the other co-tenants, and 
the land was duly condemned and taken. The 
owners then brought actions of trespass on the 
ground that as a tenant in common can make a 
valid deed to convey the land held in common, 
no proceeding to condemn land will be effective 
uniess taken against all the co-tenants, but they 
were defeated, and they carried the case, Stev- 
ens vs. Batell, to the Supreme Court ot Errors of 
Connecticut, who affirmed the judgment. Judge 
Carpenter, in the opinion, said: 
hesitation we have cowe to the conciusion that 
inasmuch as the proceedings were taken to con- 
demp the land itself, all the rigbts of Stevens 
were acquired by the town; the object is to 
make compensation to the owner and extinguish 
his title.“ 

MISTAKE BY DRUGGIST—INJURY TO PATIENT 
DAMAGES. 

An action was brought against a druggist to 
recover $10,000 damages for causing the death 
of a pregnant wife and the child who was born. 
These deaths, it is alleged. were caused by a dose 
of sulphate ot zinc, a deadiy poison, given by 
the druggist in mistake for Epsom salts. A 
judgment was rendered for #€1.000, and the de- 
fendant appealed the case—Walton va. Booth— 
to the Supreme Court of Louisiana, who affirmed 
the judgment. The Chief-Justice, Bermudez, in 
the opinion said: “Though the death of the 
mother and child resulted from erysipelas and 
not from the poison, from taking that the 
mother endured continued and great pain and 
suffering, for which she would have been en- 
titied to recover. The defendant was greatiy 
pegiigent. Druggists in the discharge of their 
functions should be required not only to be 
skillful but also exceedingly cautivus aud pru- 
dent in view of the territic cqgnsequences which 
may attend. as they bave not infrequently in 
the past. All persons who deal with deadly 
poisons are held to a strict responsibility for 
their use, and a druggist is undoubtediy held to 
a special degree of responsibility for the erro- 
neous use of poisons corresponding with his 
superior knowledge of their dispensation.’ 
TAXATION OF SHARES OF STOCK-—-—CAPITAL 

INVESTED IN REAL PROPERTY IN ANOTHER 

STATE—NON-RESIDENT STOCKHOLDERS. 

The Commissioners of a county sued a corpo- 
ration for taxes assessed on its shares of capital 
stock. The stockholders were mostly pon-resi- 
dents, aud the valueof the capital stuck was de- 
termined by including the real cstate of the 
corporation in New Jersey. The company de- 
fended principaily on the ground that by reason 
of the valuauon of the New Jersey rez! estate 
the shares were not assessable as personal prop- 
erty in tne State. In this case the Commission- 
ers had judgment, and the company carried the 
ease— American Coal Company vs. County Com- 
missioners of Allegheny County—to the Court 
ot Appeals of Maryland, by whom judgment 
was allirmed. Judge Alvey, in the opinion, 
said; “The ground taken bythe company is not 
tenable. It isa Maryland corporation, deriving 
its existence and all its powers and franchises 
from this State. The separate shares of the 
capital stock of the corporation are authorized 
to be issued by the charter derived from the 
State, and are subject to its control in respect to 
the right of taxation; and every person taking 
such shares, whether resident or non-resident of 
the State, must take them subject to such State 
power and jurisdiction over them. Hence the 
State may give the shares of stock heid by in- 
dividual stockboiders a special or particular 
sitas for purposes of taxation and may provide 
special modes for the collection of the tax 
levied thereon. The investment in the pur- 
chase of real estate in New Jersey is the prop- 
erty of the company and a part of its capital 
stock. It can make no difference, sofar as the 
power of the State totax the shares of stock is 
concerned, that the investment ia in real estate 
rather than any otner kind property beyond the 
jurisdiction of the State.“ 

SALE: JUDGMENT FOR PRICE—FRAUD: RIGHT 
TO RESCIND. 

A sold goods to B, and not being able to col- 
lect the price he sued B and got a judgement. 
Afterwards he learned that the representations 
of B as to bis solvency were fraudulent, and he 
gave B notice that he rescinded the sale and de- 
manded the return of the goods. which he se- 
cured, and B sued bim for converting them and 
recovered a judgment. ‘The defendant car- 
ried the cause, Kraus vs. Thompson, to 
the Supreme Court of Minnesota, who 
deeided in bis favor. Judge Mitchell, in 
the opinion, said: It was not necessary, as 
claimed by the plaintiff, that the judginents 
should have been setaside before the recision 
and demand: and he also is in error in his posi- 
tion that the judgment amounts to allirmance 
or ratification of the contract of sale 80 as to 
preciude the defendant from subsequently re- 
scinding upon the discovery of the fraud. A 
recision proceeds upon the theory that there 
nas been a sale whicn was avoidable at the op- 
tion of vender on the ground ot the fraud of 
the vendee, and that having discovered this 
fraud the vender elects tu avoid it. The invari- 
ble rule is that this right to rescind muy be ex 
ercised upon the discovery of the fraud, and 
that no acts in recognition of the existence of 
the contract of sale, done betore such discoy- 
ery, will amount to an aflirmance or ratification 
8% as to preclude the vender from rescindin 
when the grounds for recision are discovered. 
Affirmanoce in ignorance of the facts autborizing 
recision will not prevent the affirming party 
from afterwards rescinding. Accepting part of 
the purchase-money in ignorance of the fact of 
— pane has often been heid not to be a ratifi-

FIRE-INSURANCE - EXPIAOSION TERMINAT- 
ING POLICY. 

In an action for a loss under a fire-policy the 
insurer set up in bis defense that there was an 
explosion, and that by the terms of the policy 
it was ended upon the huppenme of the cas- 
ualty. The condition of the policy was as fol- 
„Tais company shall not be Mabie by 


any loss eaused by the bursting of a boiler, or 
by explosion trom any cause; and if the prem- 
ises insured be damaged or destroyed by the 
bursting of a boiler, or by explosion from any 
cause, this policy shall be null and void the in- 
stant the casualty by explosion occurs.” In tbis 
case, Waldeck vs. Springfield Fire and Marine 
Insurance Company, tne trial Judge decided 
that the bursting of the boiler, by which the in- 
sured building and property was damaged, in- 
stantiy terminated the poticy, and hence that 
the defendant company is not liable thereon for 
the subsequent loss by fre. The plaintiff!’ ap- 
pealed to (he Supreme Court of Wisconsin, who 
uftirmed the judemenr. Judge Lyon, in the opin- 
ion, suid: » The plaintif’s counsel asks us to de- 
cide that the word * 1 means * fire,’ but 
we do not see how the stipulation could be more 
plainly expressed than itis in this policy. In- 
deed, the langvageis 80 plain that there is no room 
for construction. The * casuaity’ is the dam- 
age from the happening of tie explosion; and 
in view of the bazardous nature of risks on 
premises where steam-power is used this stipu- 
lation see ms to be a very proper one.” 


A Money-Lender and Mow He Was 
Fieeced, 

The case of Lowitz against Pope, which is now 
on trial before Judge Barnum, though appar- 
ently a simple acuou on a promissory note, re- 
veals some of the true inwardness of a queer 
county contract. The piaintiff, E. Lowitz, some 
time ago obtaineda judgment by confession 
against Samuell. Pope & Co., of this city, for

The story which is developed in 
present trial shows that last fail 
Pope ; Co. obtained the contract 
for supplymg the steam-heating apparatus of 
the new administration wards at the Count; 
Hospital. Samuel R. Bullock appears to have 
bevn the manager of the firm, apd un the 2th 
of November, 1382, he, with Edward A. Filkins, 
the Clerk of the County Board, went to ex-Aid. 
Jonas’ store, at No. 9% Washington street, to 
borrow $1,000. Bullock represented that his 
firm had a contrac’ with the county which was 
worth $20,000, which was corroborated by 
Filkins, but needed $1,000 for immediate use. 
He was willing to give an order on the County 
Treasurer, accepted by Filkins, as security. and 
on the strength of this Jonas advanced 
the money. On the mu of December 
following the county was owing Pope & Co. 
$5.08, and J. G. Spencer, Jonas’ clerk, went to 
the County Commissioners’ oifice, where de met 
Bullock, who got an order on the County Treas- 
urer for the above amount.

STEEL MONOPOLY. 


Efforts of the Bessemer Company te 
Crush a Rival Enterprise—Petition to 
Congress tor Beliet. 

WasutnerTon, D. C., Feb. 4.—{New York 
Herald. Learning that a protest, in the nat- 
ure of a petition to Congress, is being pre- 
pared by the Harrison Wire Company of St. 
Louis, the object of which is to arrest the 
continuance of the Beasemer steel monopoly, 
your correspondent sought Capt. T. W. 
Fitch, the President of the Harrison Wire 
Company, and elicited from him the follow- 
ing information: 

The Harrison Wire Company, for the lar- 
rison Steel Company of Harrison, Jackson 
County, III., in April last contracted with Ja- 
cob Reese, of Pittsburg, forthe use ofcertain 
patents owned by him pertainmg to the 
manufacture of basic steel on a basis of 
tonnage royalty. The Bessemer Association 


prior to that time had executed an agree | 
ment with Reese by which, under certain | 


stipulations, he was to transfer certain pa- 
tents to them, and an additional agreement by 
which the Bessemer were to have all the im- 

provements which he might “subsequently 

invent and apply to have patented.”’ 

The Wire Company then proceeded to or- 
ganize the Stee! Company, and put a force at 
work; whereupon, in December last, suit 
was commenced by the Lbessumer Company 
against Reese and the Harrison Wire Som- 


pany, in the United States Court at St. Louis. 


The representative of the Bessemer people 
made the open threat that the Harrison Sreel 
Company could not go on, for they (the Bes- 
semer Association) could keep the matter of 
the basic process in the courts for four years. 

The Bessemer Association has distinctly 

declared in a letter to the Hon. W. D. Keiley 
it was no monopoly. ‘The following isa 
copy of the letter to Mr. Kelley, dated April 
25, 1882 > 

It is alleged that the owners of the patents 
constitute a monopoly; that they will not per- 
mit any one to use them. This is not the fact. 
Any person or persons who wish to engage in 
the manufacture of Bessemer steel in this coun- 
try can enjoy the use of all the patents thar ino 
any way affect the methods of that manufact- 
ure, which are now employed here, by payu a 
royalty of 50 cents per ton ou the raw materials 
that go into the converter. There is no other 
charge for the use of these patents. 

The — is a statement to the New 
York Heraid by Thomas M. Carnegie, of 
Pittsburg, dated Nov. 2, 1882, who is an 
active member of the association, which 
would give the impression that the Bessemer 
privileges were open for purchase: 

You ask if this business is a monopoly. 
all. The use of the patents is open to 
who will agree to pay the company 
roralty of 35 cents per ton that present own- 
ers do. This is the case, though it cost the 
owners $1,100,000 to buy the patents. For ia- 
stance, when there were only ten partners our 
company paid $110,000 for a tenth interest. This 
does not look like a monopoly, and is not. 

This disclaiming to be a monopoly turns 
out to be a pretense when brought to the act- 
ual test of a Dusiness transaction. 

The Harrison Wire Company are perfectly 
willing to pay the royalty of 25 cents a ton. 
Their contract with Reese is to that effect, 
and it does not make a particle of difference 
to them to whom they pay it, if the party has 
a legal right to the patents. 

In this country the Bessemer steel works 
are making Bessemer steel in the old way. 
The Bessemer plants cannot manufacture 
basic-Bessemer steel except by remodel 
their present works, and the introduction o 
the process in more favorably situated local- 
ities wou'd mean competition with cheaper 
steel. Basic steel is not — as suitable for 
every purpose Bessemer steel is used for, but 
can be applied to many uses for which the 
latter is unsuited, 

The Harrison Steel Company came to be 
started because it was recognized that the 
country needed cheap steel for its industrial 
establishments, and investication showed 
that it could be made here under proper con- 
ditions as in Europe, by the new process, 
where the output is now 500,000 tons annual- 
ly, and bids fair to reach 1,000,000 tons. Any 
iron ores can beused in the manufacture of 
basic steel, while by the acid-Bessemer proc- 
ess only rich non-phosphatic ores can be 
used successfully, and these ores only repre- 
sent about 33 per cent of the ores of this 
country. 

The only proper course for the Bessemer 
Association to prove that itis not a monopoly 
is to withdraw all its action against the ad 
rison Wire Company, and continue its suit 
against Jacob Reese to determine title, noti- 
fying the Harrison Wire Company that all 
royaities must be payable to the Bessemer 
Association. 

The Harrison Wire Company could not 
and cannot now make application for license 
to the Bessemer Association for the reason 
that the title is in question between them 
and the inventor Reese. For the same rea- 
son they should not have brought suit 
against the Harrison Wire Company. There 
was no emergency for it, for the Harrison 
Wire Company could not possibly complete 
ita works and commence selling products 
made by the basic process for two years yet 
to come. The Harrison Wire Company’s 
title for Jackson County is duly recorded, 
and they may hold the Harrison Wire Com- 
pany liable to them for the royalty of 25 
cents per ton whenever their title is estab- 
lished, and that the Harrison Wire Company 
have expected to pay; but the object of the 
suit is to stop the conversion of the ore into 
cheap steel by the basic process absolutely, 
and hence the Harrison Wire Company have 
applied for relief to Congress against the 
monopoly.
